Dr. E.B. Keith 
Dies After FaU 

Chemistry Professor 
Was Here Since 1918 

Dr. E. B. Keith. 50, professor ot 
chemistry at Kansas State Col- 
lege, was fatally Injured on Aug- 
ust 7 when he fell from the top 
of the front porch at his home 
where he had been painting. 

Dr. Keith was on vacation from 
his duties at the College and had 
been spending his time working 
at his home In the mornings and 
playing golf in the afternoons. 
He had constructed some light 
scaffolding on the roof of his 
porch and while painting appar- 
ently stepped back too far. Ha 
fell backward from the roof to 
the stone steps in front of the 
house. 

The Keith home is at 1719 
Pairchlld. Dr Keith had been with 
the College since 19 IS and a pro- 
fessor of chemistry since 1938. He 
received his B. S. degree at Kan- 
sas State in 1913 and a Ph. D. 
degree at the University of Chi- 
cago in 1924. 

In Charge of Froah Chemistry 

Dr. Keith was an instructor in 
chemistry and physics at Man- 
hattan high school from 1914 to 
1918. In 1918 he became an in- 
structor in chemistry here. He 
was made an assistant professor 
in chemistry In 1934 and an as- 
sociate professor In 1937. He had 
been in charge of freshman chem- 
istry work here before his death. 

Dr. Keith was a twin brother 
of Prof. E. T. Keith of the De- 
partment of Journalism here. A 
son, Waltftr. graduated from Kan- 
sas State last spring rnd is now 
stationed with the army at Ft. 
Benning. Ga.

To Enter College 

Normal Enrolment 

Seen in Spite of 

Selective Service 

Registration at Kansas 
State College for the fall se- 
mester of 1941 will not fall 
materially below the record 
4,087 students of September 
30 last fall predicts Miss Jes- 
sie McDowell Machir, Col- 
lege registrar. Officials are 
expecting a nearly normal 
enrolment with at least 4.000 
stud en tB. 

Miss Machir reported that cor- 
respondence with prospective ma- 
triculants Indicates the possibility 
that only ^lightly fewer than the 
normal number have made defi- 
nite decisions to enroll for the 
freshmen year. However the offi- 
cials expect that a greater than 
normal number will make last- 
mlnule decisions to enter this fall. 

The selective service program 
could be expected to take a great 
number of the upperclass male 
students admitted Miss Machir in 
conceding that educators over the 
nation are anticipating smaller 
enrolments. However she observed 
that young men who were grad- 
uated from high school last spring 
are finding new incentives for 
attending college this fall. 
Better Preparation For Future 

"These young men have two to 
four years before they will be of 
draft age," she pointed out. Get- 
ting as much college education as 
possible now is a better way of 
preparing for the future. College 
training will prepare them for a 
better position in , the army in 
case they should have to go in 
later. In any case they will have 
completed a part of their college 
curricula. 

It Is also expected by college 
officials that increased incomes 
and the opening of new Jobs, part- 
ly as a result of the nation; 1 de- 
fense program, will tend to offset 
i lie effects of selective service.

However, 
no date has been set for the beginning of the actual con- 
struction work. During the summer the organization re- 
sponsible for the construction was perfected to have It 
Wrvad v for work this fall. 
~ The plans for the banding are In the hands of state ar- 
chitect, Ror W. Htookey. Several month* will be required to 
draw the detailed specif featlonii and plans which are neces- 
sary before contracts for the construction work are let. Bid* 
will be made bjr contractors on the basis of these com- 
pleted plans. Plus for the student union were dratted by 
wen lorn In the Department of Architecture. 

The con struct ion of the building is under the supervision 
of the Kansas State Building association, a corporation or- 
ganized to comply with provisions as stated in the union 
bill passed by the legislature March 27. It is a non-profit 
organization formed for the specific purpose of the con- 
struction of the student union building and dormitories. 
Students, Alumni and Faculty In Organisation 

This organization 1b composed of students, alumni and 
faculty of the College. Student members are Raymond Ro- 
key, K. B. Lucas and Donald Edgar. Mrs. Ross Beach, Jr. 
(Marianna Kinder) represents the senior class of 1941. 
Alumni members are Charles W. Shaver of the class of '16. 
a Salina architect and father of three Kansas State stu- 
dents, and Miss Velma Koontz of the class of '37 from 
Manhattan. 

Faculty members of the organization are Helen Moore, 
dean of women; Prof. Bessie Brooks West, head of the De- 
partment of Institutional Management; Prof. Paul Weigel. 
head of the Department of Engineering and Architecture. 
Mr. Shaver is president, Dean Moore is vice president and 
Doctor Crimea 1b secretary-treasurer of the building or- 
ganization. 

No Eatlmate Available on Building Date 

"It Is Impossible at this time to estimate the probable 
date when actual construction will begin," remarked Doc- 
tor Grimes. "Construction under present conditions pre- 
sents unusual problems of priorities and availability of ma- 
terials. Plans may have to be modified so that the building 
may be built of materials that are available. ThlB makes 
the process of drawing plans and specifications slower 
than usually would be the case." 

"However, the Kansas State building aHSoclatlon plot" 
to push the project as rapidly as condition* permit ho that 
students of Kansas State (Allege may have the student 
union building and Its facilities," he promised. 

The board of directors of the building association met 
Friday to consider plans for furthering the project. The 
next meeting of the directors will be September 27. 

Students are making payments of the student union fee 
this fall for the first time. The student body voted three to 
one In favor of the fee In 1938. The fee Is $6 for each se- 
mester and $2 for the summer school session. 

The campaign for the Btudent union building was a 
dream that began when the student body voted in favor of 
such a structure In the fall of 1938.

Student Union Fee; 
Legal And Neceesary 

The sour looks on upperclassmen's faces 
as they forked over their five extra dollars 
for Kansas State's as yet visionary student 
union building and the undercover rumbles 
of disapproval call for an explanation of 
the fee assessment. 

There B eems to be a general, but 
obviously mistaken, opinion that no 
student would have to contribute any- 
thing to the new structure until he 
couM walk In it and prder a coke. Just 
whether the building was to be a gift 
from the WPA or heaven is not quite 
clear. At any rate the money now flow- 
ing into the union corporation fund 
seems to be In much need for financing 
plans for the building-to-be. 
On March 11. 1938, the stdueuts of Kan- 
sas State College voted on the following 
question regarding a student union fee: 

-Shall the Board of Regents be i^twrted 
to Impose >a student union fee of not more 
than #.i.oo per Mmeitter nor more than 
92.50 per summer session, this fee to be 
paid by each student of Kansas SUie Col- 
lege enrolled la any semester or summer 
session, and to heroine effective September 
1, 1918." 

The measure was passed by the students 
2130 to 676. or more than a 3 to 1 ma- 
turity. The Regents declined to assess the 
tax without legislative approval, which was 
given in March of this year. Thus the bill 
became effective September 1, 1941. 
There you have It: No fee — no build- 
ing. Kansas State students now pay 
less than one-half the cost of their in- 
struction. How about being a little 
mere gracious about something some 
of you voted for and many more of you 
will enjoy.

Half -Mfflion Mark 

3,973 Students Borrow 
From Fund In 26 Yean 

Kansas Sate students have 
borrowed more than half-million 
dollars from the Ahunni Loan 

fund in the last 28 years recently 
announced Dr. W. E. Ortmes, 
treasurer of the fund. The loan 
fund was established in 1915 ay 
President Henry Jackson Waters 
to be available to woung men and 
women who needed the money to 
continue their education. 
Loans totaling more than 8502 - 

■ ■ - ™ — — - — - 

133 have been extended to 3,973 
students at the College and only 
a few of the accounts have been 
uncollec table. 

The Alumni Loan fund was en- 
larged this summer by two gifts 
of 8500 each by William Volker 
and Hal W. Luhnow, both of Kan- 
sas City. Mo. These two men to- 
gether donated 11,000 to start the 
Volker-Luhnow unit of the loan 
fund a year ago. The unit now 
totals 83.000. Mr. Luhnow was 
graduated in 1917 and is president 
*f the Alumni association. Mr. 
Volker is a wealthy philanthro- 
pist. 

Loans are made in units of ISO 
or less with a seperate note for 
each unit and with Interest at 8 
per cent for periods during which 
loans are extended or from the 
date due until the loans are paid. 

A check-up made following the 
spring semester showed that 526 



students, or 10 per cent of the 
total number received loans dur- 
ing the 1940-41 loan year, fund* 
totaling nearly 898,000 are out In 
lotas and 888.474.13 to cat hand In 
cash and securities. Those in 
charge of the fund expect approx- 
imately $15,000 to be borrowed by 
students this fall.

Krieghbaum Tells 
Of Newspaper's 
Role In Science 

The part played by the news- 
paper in hastening the practical 
application of scientific develop- 
ments was stressed by miller 
Krieghbaum, science writer and 
professor at Kansas State, who 
discussed "The Newspaper's Role 
in Science" at the Sixth Interna- 
tional Congress for the Unity of 
Science at the University of Chi- 
cago last Friday. Professor 
Krieghbaum is a member of the 
faculty, of the Department of In- 
dustrial Journalism and Printing 
here. 

Discussing the social implica- 
tions of science reporting. Pro- 
Jfessor Krieghbaum pointed out 
that the effective functioning of 
democratic machinery depends on 
the ability of the mass of citizens 
to obtain and understand accurate 
information concerning many sub- 
jects, including science. The peo- 
ple must have some understanding 
of science — and even more impor- 
tant, possibly, an appreciation of 
the philosophy and methodoloev 
of science— If they are to fulfill 
the roles that they should in a; 
modern democracy," he told the 
scientists gathered for the Con- 
fess. 

"The more conservative news- 
papers of the country have car- 
ried forward in recent yiars a 
thorough-going campaign to tell 
of the program of science.

Lower Fees For 
Right Training 

College Credit 
May Be Offered 

Lower fees, more efficient flight 
Instruction, and a possibility of 
full college credit are being offer- 
ed this year as an added induce- 
ment for Kansas Staters to par- 
ticipate in the Chilian Pilot 
Training program being offered 
this year according to the office 
of Prof. C. E. Fearce. co-ordinator 
of the Civil Aeronautics program 
on this campus. 

Pees this year have been lower- 
ed from the original $40 to $10 per 
primary student out of which th; 
college will pay the student's in- 
surance. In addition each student 
Is expected to pay a fee of $6 for 
his physical examination. The 
training offered in this course is 
equivalent to approximately I40C 
of training In a private 



The advanced training will cost 
each student $10 college lees and 
$12 for his physical. This training 
Is equivalent to approximately 
$800 worth of training in a pri- 
vate school. 
Eddie Fisher in Charge 

Flight training this year will 
be in charge of the Eddie Fisher 
Flying service of Fairfax airport 
in Kansas City. 

Up to the present no college 
credit has been offered for the 
training but an effort is being 
made to give credit for the course. 
Prof. C. E. Pearce will meet with 
President Farrell soon to discuss 
the matter but no dsflnlte deci- 
sion has yet been reached. 

Neither the primary nor the 
advanced classes have yet been 
filled.

Matriculation In All Divisions 
Shows Decrease From 1940 Total; 
Engineering Leads Despite Drop 

Enrolment at Kansas State College had reached the 
3,718 mark Thursday after the doors of the gymnasium 
closed on the regular registration period Wednesday morn- 
ing. However, this 1941 figure Is still below the 4,000 stu- 
dents who were expected to enroll this fall. 

At the close of the official 
registration period, 3,689 
students had entered the Col- 
lege and received their class 
assignments. Last year at 
the end of this aame period 
the enrolment stood at 4,007 
students to aet a new record. 
The matriculation this tall 
is down nearly 8 per cent. 

Figures released by Jessie Mc- 
Dowell Machhr, registrar, at the 

jerlod show that the Division of 
Engineering leads In the num- 
ber of students with 1,01$ enrol- 
led. Last fall this division led with 
1.083 students.

No "Popularity" Race 

"The amendment is Intended 
to take the Student Council elec- 
tions away from the popularity 
contest idea," said Student Coun- 
cil president Larry Spear. "Per- 
sons should know the candidates 
Item their own division and be 
able to vote for them according 
to their qualifications," he con- 
tinued 

The proposed amendment reads 
as fallows: r — . 

"To amend article V section 
by striking out 'each member of 
the Student Governing associa- 
tion shall vote for nine candi- 
dates a.; allotted to the five di- 
visions' and Inserting 'each 
member of the Student Gov- 
erning association sha 
only on the number of 
dates from his division allotted 
to enrolment."' 

Spear, speaking for the Coun- 
cil, said that the measure I* not 
a political one, and has been 
agreed upon by representatives of 
both parties as desirable. 

If passed by the student body 
the measure will go Into effect in 
the spring election of Student 
Council members. Election of a 
new member to replace Marjorle 
Spurrier, council member from 
the Division of General Science 
who did not return to school, will 
be done in the next few weeks by 
a ccuncl! vote, according to Spear. 
Candidates are now up for dis- 
cussion, he said.

Every 
division except home economics and 
veterinary medicine suffered a severe 
decline In enrolment, and even their 
figures were lower than laBt year's. 
This Is a sad situation. That national de- 
fense is important we don't deny. That 
learning to shoot guns and manufacture 
explosives la more Important than learning 
to build bridges, and understand the theo- 
ries underlying the world's economics and 
politics we do not believe. In this, an age 
when skill and technical training count 
for everything, and in a "war of nerves" 
when sheer physical training and endur- 
ance count for little, It 1b "trained brains" 
which will win the battle.

Former Student Tells of His Adventures Seeking Oil 
In Iraq While Natives Brew War Troubles for British

For Van Hess, a former student of 
Kansas State College and a member of 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon fraternity, life has 
been a busy affair for the past two and 
a half years. He has spent most of that 
time working In what are now war 
and escaping from war torn 
just ahead of the tide of battle. 

In a special interview yesterday after- 
noon. Hess, who Is a son of Mrs. Kather- 
ine Hess, associate professor of clothing 
and textiles, and a Manhattan man, told 
of his experiences In Iraq. It was in the 
spring of 1030 that Hess began his world 
travels. 



He was employed by the Mott-Smith 
petroleum company of Houston, Tex. The 
beginning of his adventures was rather 
sudden as he applied for a Job one Sat- 
urday and the next day he was on his 
way to Iraq as head of an exploration 
crew. 

Van Hess spent two years tn Iraq with 
his oil crew and left only when the war 
between the French and the British ap- 
peared Imminent. He remarked that he 
saw few Indications of dissatisfaction 
among the natives of the country but 
that most of the trouble for the British 
was caused by the Iranians in the towns. 
Most of the natives of the country seemed 
perfectly content to let things continue 
as they were without fighting. 

He worked on a suit-lease under the 
Iraq petroleum company which was 
owned equally by the British, the French 
and the Standard Oil 



trouble to 



lsh from rumors spread by the native 
"grapevine," When his company heard of 
the trouble which was about to brew, 
Hess was ordered to leave the country 
immediately. He caught the last clipper 
plane out of Iraq for India. The follow- 
ing day riots broke out in the streets 
and three days later the battles had 
started. 

Held Up In India 

After he escaped from Iraq It took him 
more than three months to reach the 
United States by way of India and other 
Eastern ports. A rigid censorship of his 
oil maps held him up to India and it was 
three weeks before he could resume his 
trip homeward. In that country he re- 
marked that the Taj Majal was a won- 
derful sight. 

"The air is black with American made 
planes in Singapore," he told. The ter- 
rific whine from their motors made so 
much noise that a person couldn't think. 
He was unable to get near any of the 
defense works of the British base. 



Most of the 



His ship the "Klip Fonteln" on which 
he sailed through the Dutch East Indies 
was reported sunk by the Germans and 
the boat was held up for a while because 
of this report. 

Five days after Hess returner* to the 
United Statrs from the Near Bast he 
had to register for the draft. He U 24 
years old. He will have to report back to 
his company in Houston Wednesday, but 
he Is t: rough with foreign service be-

of his side trips while he was working in 
Iraq. He received three months leave to 
travel up Into the Balkans before the war 
had started up there, 
Passport Trouble 

He had considerable difficulty getting 
a passport but he finally received an of- 
ficial permit allowing him to travel as 
far as Bucharest. This was shortly be- 
fore the German trouble began and the 
entire country seemed pro-German to 
him. 

While he was In Bucharest he lived the 
life of a millionaire and even had trouble 
spending 150 a week. He lived in the fin- 
est hotel for il a day and bought for one 
dollar In American money what the 
average Income In that country would 
net In SO months. 

The American dollar was worth about 
700 lire and the soldiers to 
generally were paid 15 lire a 
Watched Italian Bombing 

On his escape from Iraq, he stopped 
off in Haifa, Palestine and watched an 
Italian bombing raid from atop a build- 
ing. Oil tanks were hit and the city 
blazed for three days. 

Hess headed an oil exploring crew of 
Iraq lan natives who spoke only in their 
native tongue. It was his Job v> get a full 
daj's work out of these natives 'from 
S a.m. to 10 p-m.i. With his crew he 
discovered fields wiuch are now supply- 
ing the British navy with vital uU. 

While In Iraq he was practically iso- 
lated from his friends because of a rigid 
censorship. Such communications he did 
receive took from one week to a year to 



Dr. Miller Elected 
President of National 
Botanical Association 

Dr. E. C. Miller, professor in 
the Department of Botany and 
Plant Pathology at Kansas State 
College, has been elected president 
or the Plant Physiological Society 
of America, an organization of 
some 800 members. Doctor Miller 
was chosen by mail poll from five 
candidates nominated to a pre- 
vious poll. 

Doctor Miller, who for 28 years 
has conducted research in water 
relations and chemistry ot plants, 
will preside at the society's meet- 
togs this winter in Dallas.

Well, [t looks an if all thosw of u« who 
Via vr been wanting to close our eyes and 
wake up to find out all the trouble wan 
over will have to give up hope. President 
RooBevelt's speech last Thursday doused 
the last glimmer of light In the dark and 
Btormy future. 

For now we are actually In it. That's 
- been said before and will be said again 
when the actual, formal declaration 
comes, which, we are forced to be- 
lieve, will not be long hence. But we 
are deeper in than most of us ever 
dreamed, and we are far past any sort 
of a gettlng-off place. 
We cannot approve of the President's 
words or actions, He has declared what 
Is an actual war if not an official one, the 
power which, according to our Constitu- 
tion, only Congress has. We believe that 
such a declaration does not have the en- 
dorsement of the American people and as 
auch is as traitorous as any "fifth-column" 
activity. 

How long it will be before an Ameri- 
can expeditionary force, cutting into 
the ranks of college men and enlisting 
women for military duties, will be or- 
ganized is not known. Let us make the 
best of a bad situation, concentrating 
our energy on preparing ourselves 
mentally for the ordeal which we will 
undoubtedly be forced to undergo. 



A vlatt to other colleges In the United 
Slates will soon convince any Kansas 
Stater that his own college has potentially 
one of the most beautiful campuses in the 
country. Given the proper care and plan- 
ning, it co^d be the beat. 

On the credit side for Kansas State is 
the fact that all the buildings are made 
out of the same material— limestone. 
We are fortunate in having the stone 
readily available here. Most other col- 
lege* and universities have been forced 
to use whatever materials finances and 
proximity dictated. A look at the build* 
fngs on the K. U. campus will show 
the horrible results of such haphazard 
construction. 

Then too, the more modern buildings on 
this campus have the same architectural 
style, known popularly as collegiate Gothic. 
This makes for an appearance of uniform- 
ity. 

Another strong point for Kansas State 
is the "naturalness" of the campus. The 
men, now long-dead, who planned the 
grounds and driveways did so with the 
purpose in mind of avoiding formality of 
any kind. When the land for the college 
was bought there were only a score of 
trees. The thousands of trees here today 
are the result of extensive planting and 
care. It is a tribute to our horticulturists 
that this college 1b noted throughout the 
United States today for Its wide variety 
of trees and shrubs, some native to KansaB, 
others not. 

Trees are planted by Prof. U R. Quin- 
lan and his helpers with a view toward 
naturalness and permanence. There are 
no straight lines except in the formal 
gardens. 

The driveways and roads on the campus 
meander with a casual air that sometimes 
proves exasperating to the hurried motor- 
iBt. But visitors from colleges whose roads 
go straight and inter sect with geometrical 
Ion Beldom fall to exclaim over the 
■ of our drives, 
ist then IN wrong with our cam- 
pus i The one fatal thing wrong Is that 
the eampu« crew does not get enough 
maaey to keep the lawns as they 
should be kept. Luck of finances pre- 
vents proper watering, and without 
plenty of water and shade no one ran 
grow a bluegrasN lawn In Kansas. To 
conserve money the crew Is always 
kept shorthanded, and there are not 
enough men to mow, dig out weeds, 
plant shrubs and trees and do the 
thousand things that should he done. 
A beautiful campus would do more than 
a winning football team to spread the fame 
of Kansas -State. Why doesn't the appor- 
tionment board do a little re-apportionlng 
and let the campus come into Its own real 
beauty?— G.W.

Dean Holton Heads 
Defease Bond Sale 
To KSC Students 

Dean E. L. Holton, head of th/ 
Department of Education, an- 
nounced recently to the members 
of the college staff that he had 
been appointed on a committee 
to help the sale of Federal De- 
fense and Savings Bonds and 
Stamps. He said there would be 
no methods used to force the 
sales, but that he believed every 
person should invest in the bonds 
for three main reasons.

Troutman. associate professor of 
the Public Speaking department 
at the College told Rotarians at 
a meeting yesterday. 

"There isn't that palsy -walsy 

Ifeve and hope for." he continu- 
ed, and then began to explain 
at some length the reason for 
the difficulty. According to Mr. 
Troutman, the Americans talk 
a lot about helping South Amer- 
ica with Its debts, its trade, and 
so forth, but nothing Is ever 
done about lt. t 

"they think we're a bunch of 
dollar- chasers, a big bag of wind, 
and we ought to either put up 
or shut up" was his explana- 
tion. South Americans are prone 
to believe that the Imperialism 
exercised by Uncle Sam is just 
about as bad as Hitler's, only 
Hitler's is a llttl: farther away. 
Impressions of Latins 

Throughout his talk. Mr. 
Troutman, who spent the sum- 
mer traveling In South Amer- 
ica, pointed out that these state- 
ments were not his own Impres- 
sions, but were impressions ga- 
thered by talking to tin South 
Americans themselves. There 
are three things, he stated, that 
Americans fall to realize about 
their Latin neighbors. In the 
first place, they are separated 
by trsmendous distances. 

Secondly, when a person goes 
to South America, he goes East 
as well as South, and when he 
reaches Brazil, he Is In a coun- 
try that Is larger, by the area 
or th; state of Texas, than the 
United Slates. In tftlrd 
place, Americans think their 
southern neighbors are like them 
but they're not. 

"Some speak French, and 
some speak the most peculiar 
poiygot something I ever listen- 
ed to. It's a kind of mongrel 
French, mongrel English, and 
mongrel Haitian." explained the 
sneaker. 
Color Prejudice Is Bad 
, "One of the touchiest things 



I In our relations with South 
America Is our disturbance about 
the coloring of a person's skin. 
We have offended people be- 
cause of the degree of crinkle 
in their hair, and when it comes 
to Brazil, you can't be fastid- 
ious." he warned his listeners. 

"We need to emphasize more 
that similarities between the 
TJnited States and South Amer- 
ica. We need to emphasize the 
dissimilarities," was his theory. 
He then proceeded to give a 
short resume of th? differences 
in history, economics, politics, 
government, culture, customs 
and general living between the 
two comments. 
Argentina Is Outstanding 

One of the most outstanding 
countries is Argentina, when 
Mr. Troutman said, "I found 
the most literate people 1 have 
ever met." Their influence far 
exceeds their 13 -mil Hon pop- 
ulation, and th?y are quite In- 
dignant because the United 
States should, through the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, be the custodian 
of Latin America instead of 
themselves. Their second grudge 
against us Is the b?ef problem. 
Our attempts to keep Argentine 
meat out of the United States 
by calling It "dissased" has not 
yet been forgiven. Upon the 
slightest provocation, the Ar- 
gentine, upon seeing an Ameri- 
can, will rave madly for hours 
about the "hoof and mouth dis-

Better Council 



Kansas State students will have the op- 
portunity next week to decide whether to 
have a more efficient Student Council. The 
special referendum during the SOA assem- 
bly Thursday will give the student body a 
chance to take the "popularity contest" ele- 
ment away from Student Council elections 
In the future. 

Last week, the Student Council pro- 
posed an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the Student Governing associa- 
tion that students shall vote for coun- 
cil members from their own division 
only. This new ruling will undoubtedly 
tend to give a better student council 
for the future. It will tend to eliminate 
many candidates for the governing 
positions who are unqualified for the 
position on points other than their 
personal popularity. By letting each 
division pick its own leaders, it will 
mean that a candidate Is being selected 
by those who know him and know his 
qualifications. 

The amendment, to be voted on by the 
student body at an assembly next Thurs- 
day, reads: 

"To amend article Y flection & Uj 
striking out 'each member of the stu- 
dent Governing association shall vote 
(or nine candidates as allotted to the 
five divisions* and Inserting 'each 
member of the student Governing as* 
■octet Urn shall vote only on the num- 
ber of candidates from his division al- 
lotted to enrolment.' " 
Such a new amendment Is an example of 
progreBslveness in itudent politics. Wheth- 
er in actual practice It will make future 
councils better remains to be seen, but in 
theory It Is & logical step. — K.E. 



Charter Represents 
Major Union Step 

Chartering of the Kansas State College 
Building association is probably the meet 
important step taken since the governor 
signed the union bill on Saturday, March 
28 of this year. 

Preaeut stage of activity on the 
ba tiding Is thin the Mate architect 
has been given the sketches and Ideas 
prepared by seniors In the department 
of arch Hectare and is now busy mak- 
ing plans and specifications for the 
building. 

In a discussion of the progress on the 
building plans, Dr. W. E. Grimes, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the union's permanent 
board of directors, counseled that students 
not get discouraged about the progress of 
the building. "We'll move heaven and 
earth tP get the building." he promised, 
and those who know Dr. Grimes know that 
be didn't say It In idle jest. 

So It is evident that the union build- 
ing activity is proceeding normally. 
The board of directors is doing every- 
thing It Is able to do to keep it this 
way. But a possible snag is oriorlties 
and what priorities mean to the build- 
ing Industry. Since such a structure as 
a union building will require structur- 
al steel, copper, brass, tin, lead, nails, 
wire, and a list of thousands of other 
materials, and supplies of these ma- 
terials are scarce or are needed else- 
- where. The oriorlties board determines 
who gets what material first, second 
and third. Naturally, defense projects 
are pushed up to the front 
Aa yet, none of the contracts for the 
college buildings orovlded for in the last 
legislature have been let to contractors. 
These contracts are still in the plana and 
specifications state In the hands of the 
state architect. College buildings, like 
Rome, aren't to be built In a day. 

There ta no doubt that the student union 
and the "one or more student dormitories" 
provided for in the charter, will fill a def- 
inite need, and thereby benefit the college.

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Parking Problem 
Must Be Solved! 

With warm weather continuing to en- 
courage the number of cars on the Kansas 
State campus, the years-old parking prob- 
lem again rears Its ugly head. Numerous 
traffic jams and parking tickets reveal a 
crying need on the campUB for Increased 
parking facilities. 

The two exMIng parking lots — both 
blocks front the main campuN hulld- 
iriL-s — are not only Inconvenient, but 
inadequate. The fact that our campuM 
h»N been beautifully planned and land* 
neaped make* the distance from "end 
to end" it long one, especially when 
covered on foot on harried errand" 
A possible solution to the problem could 
he a "limited parking rule." If students 
were permitted to park their cars on cam- 
pus roadways for fifteen minutes much of 
the problem would dissolve. But they would 
have to be assured that they would not re- 
ceive a ticket In that fifteen -minute period. 
This would allow time for the running of 
errands without parking blocks away. 
Another and even more effective 
solution would be the creation of addi- 
tional parking lots. The drill field back 
of the tennis courts would provide a 
spacious, convenient lot for this pur- 
pose. Upon the construction of the Btu- 
dent union building it would be neces- 
sary to change the location of the 
parking space, but as an emergency 
measure it would be highly satisfac- 
tory. 

Use of the lots east or northeast of An- 
derson hall for parking purposes would 
certainly not add to the beauty of the 
campus, but would be most effective In re- 
lieving the traffic situation. Sacrifice of 
beauty for efficiency seems to he impera- 
tive in this case. 

The Important thing In— something must 
lie done! The situation has been In Its pres- 
ent state of unsatisfactory stagnation 
too long. Unnecessary Inconvenience to 
both students and faculty members can 
nust he eliminated. 



Frosh Should Choose 
Activities Wisely 

This week will see the first meetings of 
the year of many campus organizations 
that make up the "other side" of college 
life. To the new student the tremendous 
number of organizations supporting varied 
interests will be a bit bewildering . 
He will probably discover a good 
many to which he would like to be- 
long and to which he is or goon will be 
eligible to belong. He will find 
of them beckoning him to 
Bhip and again and again he will 
it said that participation in 
currtcular activities makes for a 
rounded college life. 

And on 'the other hand be will be told, 
as he probably was before he left home to 
attend school, that scholarship is all impor- 
tant and that If he maintains a high grade 
average be is Bure to get along all 
right at college and'ln Hfe~ after college. 
Many students every year lean too 
far one way or the other. Some will be- 
lieve that scholarship Is the only thing 
and will refuse to join in campus ac- 
tivities at all for fear they will not 
have a high grade average. These 
people often settle into a small group 
and end by literally wasting their time 
in unorganized activity. Others will go 
In too deep at the other end and join 
so many different groups that they 
will have time neither for all their 
clubs nor for the proper study. Stur 
dents who lean this way should re- 
member that scholarship is quite of- 
ten a requirement for membership in 
some of the more to be desired orga- 
nizations, and that their rating may 
keep them out. 

It should he recognised by every student 
that his problem Is not to decide between 
scholarship and activities but to include 
both la his program striving at all times 
to maintain the proper balance between 
tbe two.

Student activity fees totaling approximately $51,000 
were divided among 18 Kansas State activities this week by 
the apportionment board appointed by the Student Council 
for that purpose. Announcement of the allotments to the 
different activity funds was made today. 

Special attention was given to activities which would af- 
fect the most students this year, according to Larry Spear, 
president of the SGA. Activities which would interest the 
most students received the most money In the allotments 
he said.

Once again t lie year's moat thankless 
Job is done. The apportionment board has 
had to consider all school activities and 
dole out money from the student activity 
fees according to what It considered their 
respective worths. 

No group receiving noser will be 
perfectly content this year, as around 8 
per rent of Us former allotment will 
be knocked off whether or no, because 
of the decrease In enrolment, Orgaui* 
zotlouK will be forced to carry on their 
activities on as large a scale as former- 
ly with smaller funds. 
The apportionment board has done an 
excellent job, The Collegian feels, in dis- 
tributing the curtailed funds. The percent- 
age given to all all-school activities has 
been boosted, on the theory that those 
serving the most students should receive 
the most money. 

The job was a tough one. Those whose 
net activities have been cut In percentage 
are sure to feel robbed—to feel that par- 
tiality has been shown to someone else. 
However, it is obvious that the most fair 
way of distributing the money paid in by 
students is to give the most to those activi- 
ties affecting the most students, the least 
to those serving the fewest. 

However, The Collegian would Bug- 
gest a plan for future years. Under the 
present aet-up. a great deal of money is 
allotted to two divisions— to the Divi- 
sion of Home Economics for Hospital- 
ity Week, and the Division of Engi- 
neering for Open House activities. Why 
Is not an all-school "bospitality week" 
possible, sponsored and promoted by 
all divisions, rather than the emphasis 
—financial and otherwise— on two 
separate divisions. 

Such an event would do much toward 
unifying the College and the results of con- 
centrated publicity, funds and effort could 
make the resulting occasion one unequalled 



behind them, we can cheer the boys 
through the victory line. 
Kansas State supports two pep i 
lions, Purple Pepetere and Warn 
who furnish yells and songs at inter-col- 
legiate game. But, since the capacity of 
these groups does not allow membership 
for the whole student body there is no Im- 
plication that we must fall Into a ghastly 
silence after the first gunshot la fired. The 
pep clubs promote college loyalty and en- 
thusiasm — so why can't we, the student 
body, adopt these standards and take our 
stand in the Big Six as the "cheerlngest" 
college on the map? 

This year Hobbs Adams and his boys 
rank highly in the Big Six rating — 
let's keep them there and give them 
our loyalty and support. They have 
spent hours on muddy practice fields, 
and we owe them our sincere apprecia- 
tion, which can be expressed by our 
loyalty from the stadium grandstand. 
Why not try to avoid the five minute 
rush which always precedes the finale 
of the game— that cup of coffee or 
short coke will wait; and those boys 
do not enjoy pounding the field to the 
tune of homeward marching footsteps. 
It seems only reasonable that we should 
give the team a send-off when they board 
a train for other gridirons. We should show 
the boys that the stay-at-homes will be car- 
rying the victory torch while they are 
blocking and passing for the purple and 
white. 

The first game of the season Is tomorrow 
—let's have 100 per cent shouting attend- 
ance — let's upholds and support our team, 
our pep club and our band, all of which 
make up the finest of alma maters— K.S.C.!

Lrooks Bad, But Not Hopeless 



Under close siege at Lenin- 
grad, Odessa, and in the Crimea, 
checked at Smolensk, and thrust 
far back from Kiev, key to the 
vital Ukraine, Russian troops 
are In distinctly precarious sit- 
uations as they prepare for a 
fifteenth week of 

the armies of Hitler 



Of course, their plight Is far 
from hopeless. Recent evants 
Indicate that Marshal Budenny 
may yet rally the bulk of bis 
Ukraine army for a long defense 
of Kharkov and Rostov, which 
bar the way to the last remain- 
ing great coal and iron canter in 
European Russia. Leningrad,

to Moscow. But this fact t* no 
cause for optimism. 

Here's why. Napoleon's lunge 
for Moscow was a one-army af- 
fair. When that army was des- 
troyed — as It was In the winter 
retreat from Moscow — Napol- 
eon's threat to Russia was end- 
ed. But halting Hitler's direct 
threat to Moscow— and that's 
been done at Smolensk — doesn't 
end Hitler's threat to Russia, 
for Hitler has three armies to 
Napoleon's one. whin thwart- 
ed in the center, he can— and 
does — conquer the Ukraine in 
the south or Isolate 
—Russia's greatest 
^city— in the north. 

Besides, the present Nazi- 
Russian conflict doesn't resem- 
ble the Napoleonic invasion; 
It's more like a speeded -up ver- 
sion of the Russian part of the 
First World War with the init- 
ial crushing German victory at 
Tannenberg left out. There's 
the same slow but steady with- 
drawal from Poland, the Baltic 
states, and White Russia— a 
year -long process In 1914, a 
four -month Job In 1M1 — the 
same surprising counter-attacks 
on the central front, and the 
same heavy losses in equipment 
and men. 

But there are several out- 
standing differences. Germany 
last time occupied Ukranla af- 
ter winning the war against 
Russia ; this time Hitter has 
fought his way in. This time, 
apparently, Russia has lost no 
battles through incompetent 
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•f 19H So far. 
there is no sign of a I 
slan desire to quit the 
something which happened In 
1817. 



And there's another differ- 
ence which may mean a lot in 
the weeks to come: this time, 
the Russian army is the only 
army actually fighting the 
German army. This time, there 
won't be any counter-attacks in 
France to take the heat off 
Russia in the east. As long as 
Britain and America continue to 
"let Joe do tt" there can't be 
any such counter-attacks. 

And If Joe does "do it" under 
these conditions — if Stalin de- 
feats Hitler without British 
land aid — it won't be lust a sur- 
prise. It will be a gold-plated, 
chromium -trimmed, diamond - 
studded miracle.

On Wrong Track 

An editorial in the Daily Pennsylvania^ 
undergraduate newspaper of the University 
of Pennsylvania, argil immediate United 
States entrance Into the war. 

"We make no bones about it. The 
Pennsylvanian is clearly biased on the 
question. The time is too crucial and 
the subject too important for ub to feel 
otherwise. We want It known how we 
stand. We are for intervention," the 
editorial said. 

"This Is not a hasty conclusion 
drawn by a 'few warmongers too old 
to fight!' Nor is It the work of pups 
easily swayed by flags and bands and 
Ideals. It is rather the result of careful 
deliberation on the part of some of 
those who will do the fighting, and 
who. more important, will do the living 
In the America of the future. 

"We urge war and In so doing we 
know that some of us won't come back." 
So goes the knight In shining armor off 
to battle. 

No, theBe are not the Ideas of a few "war- 
mongers too old to fight." Rather they are 
the draBtic conclusions of a few too young 
to realize the worth of intelligent thought 
and action. They have been swept up by 
the current of flag-waving and name-call- 
ing. They want to rush into a situation for 
which we are not prepared and which 
would be wholly unadvlsable. 

To send an Incompletely trained and 
equipped expeditionary force to Europe 
at this point would be suicidal. Most 
military authorities agree that It will 
require many months before such a 
move would be at.all possible. 
Also, the author of the editorial urging 
war is ignoring the real Issues at stake. He 
merely says "Let's fight!" and hang the 
consequences, win, lose or draw. The real, 
enemy of our country now is the theory of 
militarism, which cannot be crushed by 
more militarism. Militarism is an ideal, 
and to be erased from' men's minds It must 
not only be suppressed, but supplanted by 
a newer, better ideal. 

Better thews potential warriors spend 
their time and energy on a workable 
Mnhfttltute for the now seemingly vie 
torldos militaristic theory, rather than 
irHtlnur caught up In one of Its prin- 
cipal weapon* — narrow-minded "clear- 
ly biased" opinion km.

Experimenters Write 
About Fortified Oil 

A preliminary experiment look- 
ing toward the practical use of 
fuel oil "fortified" with fine coal 
particles was reported by three 
members of the college faculty, 
in the July 15 Issue of "Indust- 
rial and Engineering Chemistry." 

The experiment was carried on 
Jointly by Prof. J. H. McMlllen 
of the Department, of Physics and 
L. F. Stutzman, graduate assist- 
ant. J. E. Hcdrick. instructor in 
the Department cf Chemical En- 
gineering. 

The purpose cf tlie work was 
to determine the settling velocity 
of a oil-coal suspeslon through 
the UE3 of a pendulum arrange- 
ment. It is believed that the mix- 
lure of the coal and oil fed through 
a valve would provide a richer 
and more efficient fuel for loco- 
motives, blast furnaces and sim- 
ilar furnaces.

Even the 
organization that had been main- 
tained at the Washington Navy 
Yards during the war dwindled 
immediately to 18 musicians. The 
Navy department, realizing the 
value of music asked that a musi- 
cal organization be kept in the 
"Capital City" to represent the 
nation there. The request was 
granted, and Lieut. Charles Ren- 
ter, then serving as Bandmaster 
aboard the "U. 6. S. Connecti- 
cut." was appointed to organize 
and conduct the United States 
Navy band. 

"Within the last few years the 
band has been featured over the 
"Hour of Memories" program at 
regular intervals throughout the 
year. The Columbia and National 
Broadcasting companies present 
concerts over the air which always 
result In an avalanche of mail 
from all parts of the world.

Is 7.85 Percent; Ratio of Men 9 
To Women Is Still Two to One f 

The official fall summary of enrolment at Kansas StaU 

College reveals a registered total of 3,789 students. Thto 

figure was released today by Miss Jesale McDowell Machlr, 

registrar, after a complete and detailed tabulation of the 

registration data completed September 30. 

Compared with last fall's 

all-time high of 4,090, the 
total represents a decrease 
of 321 students, or approxi- 
mately 7.85 per cent. The se- 
lective service program and 
the abundance of national 
defense jobs have been 
cited as the reasons for the 

enrolment drop. 

Of probable Interest to Kansas 
State men Is the fact that the 
ratio of women to men increased 
slightly this year. However, the 
men still outnumber the women 
more than two to one, the rolls 
revealing 1,301 women and 3,588 
men. The women constituted 
about 31.9 per cent of the total 
this fall and only 39.6 per cent last 
fall. 

One Woman Vet 

No men were enrolled in the Di- 
vision of Home Economics, but 
one woman student was enrolled 
in the Division of Veterinary Med- 
icine and five in the Division of 
Engineering and Architecture. 
One of the woman engineers la 
listed as a chemical engineer. 

Divisional totals are: Agricul- 
ture, 638; Veterinary Medicine, 
318; Home Economics.

One— six— flf teen? or this number, 
how many actually contribute something 
to your college life — perhaps two — or 
three? Into how many have you paid 
money, to let it remain idle in a stagnant 
treasury, serving neither you nor the or- 
ganization? ' 

There are around 1W non-ttorlal or- 
ganization!* on tkJx ramputt. Some few 
are a vital element In the life and prog- 
reHH of the Hfhool. Other*, arc mere 
llahllftlex — taking time, energy and 
money which could be concentrated on 
fewer, more effective societies. 
Such a preponderance of organizations 
on any campus tends to encourage "join- 
ers" and "key-janglers." These persons, 
often among the most capable In the 
school, thus spread their time and energy 
so thin that their Bervlce to their college 
and fellow students is nil. 

An i nijii hit jo u Is needed. Every orga- 
nization on the Kansas State College 
cauipUK should be given a chance to 
justify Its existence, then be evaluated 
by a disinterested group cattseii for 
that purpose. RatiugN of "goo*," "bad," 
ami "mediocre" conld he given and or- 
gan .nations In the lower bracket forced 
to dissolve or make their existence 
worth while. 

It would step on a lot of toes. But such a 
"weeding out" is vitally necessary for the 
maximum efficiency of the extra-curricu- 
lar life of Kansas State's student body. 

Campus Democracy 
Worth Preserving 

So you've heard enough about fighting 
for democracy— and you don't believe it ap- 
plies to campus life anyway. 

Perhaps you don't believe that there are 
two distinguishable groups on the campus. 
If you don't, it's either because democracy 
Is really goiijg full strength {which sadly 
enough, isn't so, or because you're too 
narrow-minded to see any group except 
your own.

Every Independent feels that he's 
fighting for himself and that any hon- 
or gained is purely a matter of merit 
on his part. And Greeks maintain that 
a house and a name behind a man 
gives him a certain prestige — in other 
words, puts hitn on the bandwagon 
headed for achievement. But when you 
get right down to it, being a member 
of either group doesn't necessarily give 
an individual a great deal of pull to- 
ward desirable achievements. It de- 
pends for the greatest part upon the 
individual.

Neutrality Act Is On Way Out

While guerrilla bands made 
things hot for Germans In 
Oreece and Jugoslavia, riots 
flared in France and Czechoslo- 
vakia, and rain -soaked Nazi ar- 
through the vital 
asln on their 
encouragingly slow way to the 
Russian Caucasus. United States 
statesmen and politicians this 
weelc are wondering whether a 
nation already at actual war can 
profitably retain any signifi- 
cant portions of a Neutrality 
Act whose primary purpose was 
to guard against involvement 

War. 

As enacted and amended by 
Congress in 1935-1937. the Neu- 
trality Act was designed to in- 
sulate the United States from 
any future war. It forbade ex- 
ports of munitions and other 
implements of war to warring 
nations, on the theory that mu- 
nitions makers fome times en- 
couraged wars to boom the sale 
of their products. It forbade 
American ships to Journey to 
belligerent ports, on the theory 
that no American would wish to 
go to war if no American ships 
were sunk, no American lives 
lost. It forbade loans and cred- 
its to nations at war, on the 
theory that the United States 
might thereby be prevented 
from buying its way Into a war. 
Neutrality Meant Disinterest 

All of these were excellent 
provisions, based on cool, de- 
tached study of the "causes" 
which led up to this nation's en- 
try into the first World War. If 
anything, the study was a lit- 
tle too detached: it lost sight 
of the fact that it is not will- 



power that makes for neutrality, 
but lack of interest. Neutrality 
is possible only when a nation 
does not fear the outcome of the 
avoided war. 

Let's put it another way : The 
Neutrality Act kept our ships 
out of Europe's war, but it did 
not keep Hitler out of Prance, 
Norway, Russia, or the Atlantic 
Ocean. And because the United 
States admittedly fears a Hit- 
ler victory, it has gradually 
abandoned -thanks in large 
part to the leadership of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt— the provisions 
of its Neutrality Act.

You're actually fight- 
ing for our school, which is more than 
most of us grandstand quarterbacks can 
Bay. Whether you' get beat one to nothing 
or 101 to nothing, you're still our team and 
we're sticking with you!" 

Maybe that wasn't what moet of 
those 400 rooters were thinking, hut it 
should have been. The football season 
has just begun. A feeling of resigna- 
tion, of whafs-the-uBe-we'11-lose-any- 
way would be disastrous at this point. 
Right now the United States army Is 
worrying about its morale— the most 
important weapon In fighting a war. 
A wise nation does not abandon the 
support of Its army because of the 
lose of a few minor battles. Healthy 
morale can do wonders for a people — 
witness the "V for victory" campaign 
now under way in Britain. 
Student morale la just as important to 
Kansas Ctate College aa that of the draftees 
la to the United States army. Let's not 
drizzle out on a football team that got off 
to a bad start. A few more demonstrations 
of pep like that of Sunday should Inspire 
them to Rose Bowl achievements. 



Freedom of Fre&s 
Is Light of World 

Look this paper over carefully, readers. 
Not a word in It has been censored by high- 
er authorities nor has any part of Its edi- 
torial policy been dictated. National News- 
paper Week, now drawing to a close, 
should bring ub to a deeper realization of 
the privileges we enjoy through a free, un- 
controlled press. 

Freedom of the press was achieved 
only after years of persistence on the 
part of enterprising editors, chafing 
under the rule of over-dominating 
. rulers. It has been maintained only 
because of a majority of journalists 
have not aeen fit to abuse the privi- 
lege. 

Only a few days ago came news of a few 
Germans who were executed for listening 
to foreign newB broadcasts. Such is the fate 
of free communication at the hands of a 
despot. Probably no uncen&ored news 
reaches any warring country at thlB time 
—whether by newspaper, radio or written 
communications. Fortunately, in America 
we can still read "London snys:" and 
"Berlin says:". 

Arthur Rflbb. editor of "Editor and Pub- 
lisher," journalists trade journal, says of 
the place of the newspaper in the world 
situation: 

-li.it h the nation -and the press that 
M>rvm It face the possibility of active 
war on one or two oceans. Tradition 
and temptation will both be strong for 
the conversion of the American press 
to the European pattern, If war does 
come. Many plausible reasons will be 
advanced for censorship and the awe 
of the newspaper as a channel for 
propaganda, for the silencing of all 
criticism. Newspaper owners and edi- 
tors will resist nay sneh move wHti 
every sinew and bone In their bodies, 
hat they cannot win unless their read* 
era also realise that a free press Is the 
soul of democracy, and that the war to 
save democracy In the world cannot he 
won by destroying democracy here." 

Proposals Made 
For Safe Driving 

Every issue of today's newspaper car- 
ries stories of traffic deaths and injuries, 
but the grim record of pain and grief and 
nroperty damage Is more difficult to write. 
The fierce warfare on the Russian front, 
or the accidents in connection with the 
war games may be drawing more reader 
attention, but it is time the spotlight was

of the American roads. 

Man i papers have carried on safety 
campaigns urging careful driving. 
Communities post signs In their 
streets, "Drive Hlowly, We Love Oar 
Children**! well-mean Ihk but Ineffec- 
tual. Mhare-the-Road and Ncf-Ovec- 
Vlfty dabs are formed by thonghtfvl 
driven. A certain element of the mo- 
toring clan, however, will never heed 
Rich appeals. The dranhen driver, the 
speedster, the mentally Irresponsible 
adolescent, and the w get the hell off 
my highway** type of driver are re- 
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not open to any 
gent legislation. 

First, more rigorous tests should be given 
for driver's licenses — both mental and 
physical tests, as well as routine driving 
ability teBts. 

Second, teeth should be put in traffic 
ordinances and highway speed limits. Of- 
fenders should be given sufficient fines or 
Imprisonment, with steeply graduated pen- 
alties for second and succeeding offenses. 
Heavy punishments should be meted out 
to traffic officers or magistrates who "fix" 
tickets. 

Third, when any driver has, by his rec- 
ord, shown mental or physical Inability to 
handle an auto, he should be prohibited 
from driving. 

Fourth, over-age autos should be pro- 
hibited from appearing on the highways 
and menacing others. A great danger could 
be prevented by thiB action, and Uncle Sam 
could possibly secure some much needed 
scrap iron.— The University Daily Kansan.

the three-men anti-aircraft gun 
which formerly was located under 
the east wing of Memorial Stad- 
ium. The gun. which was brought 
to Kansas State College after the 
World War, was called in by the 
War department last summer. 

Hundreds of Kansas State ar- 
tillery students have received 
practical experience in manning 
the weapon during the years It 
remained on the College campus. 

On cold, wintry days when It 
was impossible to drill out -of - 
doors, the artillery men marched 
over to the Stadium and spent 
many of their drill periods firing 
Imaginary bursts at the little 
metallic plane, which, propelled by 
an electric motor, scooted along 
on a wire near the top of the cav- 
ern -like enclosure. 

Gun crews were organized and 
the duties of each member care- 
fully explained and rehearsed. 
Students assigned to range crews 
tinkered with the complicated 
data computer which furnished 
firing data for the gun. Jobs were 
exchanged occasionally so that 
every one would have a chance to 
learn the various posts and their 
duties. 

Now the old gun is gone, offi- 
cers of the Department of Mili- 
tary Science and Tactics said It 
probably will be reconditioned and 
used as a training piece for re- 
cruits at some artillery post, or it 
possibly might be modernized and 
actually put into service.

There's no question but that 
the big shots In Argentina are 
strongly pro-Fascist, according 
to Professor W. C. Troutman of 
the Public Speaking depart- 
ment, who traveled extensively 
in South America last 
Industrialists, big 
people, and aJI of the landed 
gentry, who comprise the power 
in the small republic, are ex- 
tremely m favor of the form of 
practiced there, the 
eeps them In pow- 
er to the disadvantage of the 



"It Isn't European Fascism," 
says Professor Troutman. "Fas- 
cism offers no terror to the 
South Americana. It la, on the 
contrary, a very familiar thing. 
We thoiurht they were democ- 
racies, that they modeled their 
governments after ours, but so 
many chance* have been made 
that nobody knows what's left." 
"Republic" Just A Name 

In his opinion the name "re- 
public" In South America, espe- 
cially Argentina,, Is merely a 
name. Although they supposed- 
ly have a representative Con- 
gress, the middle and lower 
classes just aren't represented. 
Mr. Troutman points out rath- 
er emphatically that all the 
good will, the political Jobs, the 
governorships, other state Jobs, 
and national Jobs definitely 
have to be approved by the own- 
ers of the large Argentine "es- 



favorlie 

down there is the United 
States," Troutman explains, 
"and whenever they want to 
■lap the rich, they slap the Am- 
ericans." 

He goes on to say. however, 
that the situation Is much bet- 
ter than it was before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's visit. He has 
probably done more toward es- 
tablishing good feeling between 
Argentina and the United 
States than anyone else. This is 
evidenced by the actual idolatry 
of the masses of people in Ar- 
gentina, but not the classes, for 
Franklin D, Roosevelt, The clas- 
ses, on the other hand, are 
quite out of sympathy with his 
ideas of "rights for the labor- 
ing man" in the United States. 
United States Is Slow 

"Italy traded with the Ar- 
gentines, and Germany flatter- 
ed them, so the European coun- 
tries had established good will 
with them while the United 
States was still thinking about 
it," Is the information volun- 



teered by Professor Troutman. 
"They bucked the United States 
at every turn, discriminating 
against the Americans when- 
ever possible. The best schools 
In South America, until they 
closed recently, were Qer- 
students to 
Army methods, 
exchanged professors with the 
Italians. But now they are be- 
ginning to wake up to the fact 
that Germany and Italy were 
playing ball for keeps." 

Troutman enlarges upon these 
facts by explaining further that 
the lower classes don't want 
Fascism. They want something 
that looks like the New Deal. 
And while the power groups like 
everything the European way, 
they don't want the dictator- 
ships— at least the European 
ones. According to the college 
professor. If the poor people In 
South' America could have the 
Income of a WPA relief worker 
in the United States, they would 
be firmly convinced that they 
had had successful lives. 
Nasi Grip Strengthens 

One of Italy's strong talking 
points has been the Catholic 
Church. The Latins immediate- 
ly lined up with them, and It 
has been the landed class, the 
Catholic church class, and the 
industrialists who comprised 
the seat of power. As long as 
this group and the European 
dictatorships could complement 
each other, things worked 
smoothly. Lately, however, the 
German and Italian grip has 
been a little stronger than 
"friendly," even for the Argen- 
tines. 

A direct result of this discov- 
ery upon the past of the Argen- 
tina was the committee to In- 
vestigate an tl- Argentina activi- 
ties. Professor Troutman sub- 
stantiates his own observations 
by a recent statement made by 
Damonte Tabor de. chairman of 
the committee: ... "I believe 
your country is honestly trying 
to remedy its blunders of the 
past. However, I did not always 
believe m the good faith of the 
United States. Until I met 
President Roosevelt on his good 
will mission to Buenos Aires" . . 
. . , "But I now believe that the 
foreign policy of your country 
has changed, an dlhat the safe- 
ty of the world and the princi- 
ples of democracy depend upon 
the unity of purpose of our

A far-reaching plan designed to 
"further faculty paVticipatlon in 
the government of Kansas State 
College" will be Inaugurated to- 
morrow, it was disclosed today 
by Dr. O-eorge Qemmell. chairman 
of a faculty committee which 
Formulated the plan. 

The report of the committee, 
approved by the Council of Deans 
and by Pres. P. D. Parrel 1. calls 
for the creation of a "college ad- 
visory council." comprising one 
elected representative from each 
department Since the committee 
felt that, "an expression of fac- 
ulty members who have little or 
no executive responsibility and 
who may be elected" would be of 
iome value, heads of departments 
are excluded from membership on 
the council. 

"The council." says the report 
which will go out to all faculty 
members this weekend, "shall 
consider meritorious problems pre- 
sented to Its executive committee 
by the departments through their 
representatives.' It shall report Its 
findingB and recommendations to 
the president and the council o' 
deans.

The author 
would have us do this with the aim of de- 
feating Hitler. "Kick Social Justice In the 
pants," Mr. Pitkin says. Discard history, 
literature and other frills of education for 
vocational training that will enable us to 
defeat Hitter. 

But here's a better plan than that 
Mr. Pitkin offers. Why not (nvlte Hit- 
ler over here to do it for us? Der Fueh- 
rer has demonstrated that regimenta- 
tion Is the way to produce goods and 
that his system of production Is better 
for that end than ours. The end result 
would be the same in either case. Mr. 
Pitkin favors curtailment of liberties, 
to the end of the assembly line. Mr. 
- Hitler favors the same thing. 
■ What both gentlemen lose sight of Is the 
fart that men hare more to live for than 
just an assembly line. Pitkin's urge la nega- 
tive, work to keep from being shot In the 
head by a master over yoa. 

Is this urge superior to the urge of free- 
dom? Have men nothing to live for In 
America? Does not the heritage and the 
dynamic movement of our society stand for 
something? Certainly it stands for little 
If all it eon b1 eta of Is a bunch of old men at 
a constitutional convention ; If It consists 
only of a memory of George Washington at 
Valley Forge. 

Democracy mast be constantly changing | 
mast he dynamic to keep up with the re- 
quirements of society. Mr. PHkla forgets 
that. He In a sensationalist and an alarm- 
1st. 

Robert Hutchtns, University of Chicago 
president, sounds a saner note In Harper's 
magazine for October. His article "Educa- 
tion for Freedom" la a good antidote for 
the narrowness of reason and purpose of 
Pitkin's ' Escape From Fear." 

Step by step he answers arguments simi- 
lar to those Pitkin puts ont. 

"A slave state does not want free 




, 

minds. It wants instruments of war 
and instruments of production," 

Hutchlns states. "In America ... we 
look to education to give us free minds 
which will Join in our struggle toward 
a better life for all the people ... We 
need men and women capable of free- 
dom." 

Hutchlns' line of reasoning continues: 
We don't want the present environment 
(the one which produced Hitler). Our faith 
that science would answer all our questions 
has been misplaced. The most practical 
thing we can do 1b to seek the answers to 
the basic philosophical questions. 

"Education cannot make a people free 
against its will," writes the president. He 1b 
inquiring deeper into the means of educa- 
tion for freedom, for community living. 
"Popular education can rise no higher than 
the people will let it rise." 

Speaking of independent, endowed 
educational centers, such as Harvard 
and Chicago, he says "the country has 
so far been willing to support them on 
the theory that all intelligence may 
not reside in the government of the 
moment and that from independent 
centers of thought may come some 
guidance for the future." Then back to 
refute Pitkin's proposal to turn col- 
leges and universities to production 
centers, Hutch ins writes: 
"Suppose the schools could supply the 
skill needed to earn a living. Where and 
how would their benighted graduates learn 
to use the living they had earned? . . . They 
might have money pockets, but nothing in 
their heads. Having a regular job and get- 
ting paid for it may seem like an adequate 
ideal in early adolescence. When you have 
achieved it you understand that it is merely 
a necessary condition of life, not life it- 
self." 

"The problem of life remains, and if your 
education has not helped you solve it it has 
been no education at all; it has not been 
the kind that can make you capable of 
freedom." ,

As Is usually the case when 
great problems are widely dis- 
cussed, a lot of people burst into 
print with a great many con- 
flicting solutions, 

Adolf Hitler, still trying to 
convince his people that Ger- 
many was about to win the war, 
sent his troops rushing past 
the rail center of Orel to with- J 
In striking distance or Moscow 
as they "encircled" <at least In 
Hitler's not -too - trustworthy 
announcements) a million, more 
Soviet troops In their continued 
rush to the east. 

Stalin Is Silent 

Joseph Stalin, the new pal of 
the democracies, said nothing. 



But his associates, admitting 
staggering reverses in the 
Ukraine and before Moscow and 
acknowledging 1,132.000 Soviet 
casualties, calmly announced 
that Ruscia —with recently - 
pledged full aid from Britain 
and the United States— was 
about to win the war by stop- 
ping the German armies dead 
In their tracks sometime, some- 
where. 

In the hills and mountains of 
Bosnia and Serbia. Jugoslavs 
added their bit to the "win-the- 
war" movement by staging a 
full-fledged rebellion which kept 
three whole German divisions 
busy all this week. 
Britons Still Argae 

In London, British experts on 
how to win the war continued 
their customarily furious debate 
on procedures and methods, 
produced their traditional deci- 



sion not to try anything new 
while Russia and the United 
State* were around to try it 
for them. 

In Washington, President 
Roosevelt yesterday sub seated 
to Congress that the United 
State? might win the war by 
amending It* Neutrality Act to 
permit the arming of merchant 
ships, and hinted that Congress 
should consider abolishing the 
ban which keeps American ships 
from voyaging to warring na- 
tions. 

Down in Panama, revolution- 
ists sympathetic to the United 
States and Britain yesterday 
ousted a pro-Axis government, 
promptly announced that Pan- 
ama will do its bit to win the 
war by permitting armed Pana- 
manian merchant ships to 
age to British

come of the war. On the other 
hand. Chinese officials in 
Chungking this week Jubilated 
over the reconquest of Ichang, 
an upper Yangtze river port, 
and announced that Chins was 
at last beginning to win its 
four-year -old war with Japan- 
now just a part of a world-wide 
conflict. 

On the question of who is to 
win the war, the world has not 
yet reached an agreement. Per- 
haps it never will. In the mean- 
time, the howl it makes while; 
trying to m*ke up Its mind is 
terrific.

Doctor Justin, dean of the Divi- 
sion of Home Economics, and 
chairman of the State Committee 
on Nutrition In Relation to Na- 
tional Defense, has issued 700 in- 
vitations to leaders of representa- 
tive organizations In all parts of 
the state. These Include health, 
educational, social service, civic, 
rural and professional groups and 
men and women who arc active In 
civic affairs. 

Dr. Russell Wilder, of the Mayo 
Foundation, will be the keynote 
speaker as the guest of the Kansas 
Medical society. Doctor Wilder is 
chairman of the Committee on 
Food and Nutrition of the Nation- 
al Research Council.

Has Demonstration 
Of Latest Marvels 

lighting, Cooking, 
Music Included in 
Auditorium Show

The Preview of Progress, | 
a General Motors show pre- 
senting a number of recent 
discoveries in the field of 
science and their applica- 
tions, opened last night for 
a three nifiht run in College 
Auditorium before an esti- 
mated crowd of 1,000 per- 
sons. 

Earny Foss. who conducts the 
demonstrations, opened the pro- 
gram showing the progress of 
lighting from the candle to the 
most recently created electric 
bulb 1 no larger than a cigarette yet 
which made almost as much light 
as all the lights In the Auditor- 
ium combined. 
Black Light Revealing 

He next demonstrated that ma- 
terial when placed under "black 
light" reveals numerous colors 
which before were unseen. 

According to Mr. Foss. in his 
demonstration, it has recently 
been discovered that 98 different 
messages can be sent over one 
telegraph wire at the same time. 

His prediction that some day 
people will have to be very care- 
ful of their appearance when they 
talk over the telephone because of 
television by telephone brought 
many laughs from the audience. 
The demonstration of television 
by telephone was not presented 
for the first time In the history of 
the show because it was impossible 
to get the truck close enough to 
the Auditorium. 
Cook And Freeze 

The possibility of freezing ice 
cream and Trying eggs on a stove 
at the same time was revealed. 
The audience laughed as the dem- 
onstrator read the morning paper, 
placed between the skillet and the 
stove, while the eggs fried and the 
Ice cream froae. 

Mr, Foss' antics as orchestra 
leader, using the electric ere to 
control an invisible orchestra, 
showed the possibilities of the eye 
in the future.

police force. Jackson at the 
Farm House was informed by 
this officer that he was wanted 
at headquarters. After leaving 
the house with the officer. Jack- 
son was swept Into a car; his 
head taped: and he and Ander- 
son, similarity taped, were driv- 
en out In the country and told 
to walk back. A warning phoned 
to the AOR house by members 
of the Farm House prevented a 
similar kidnapping of Neal 
Morton, who was to accompany 
Betty Hathorn to the dance. 
Mayor, Chief Apologise 

C. A. Mullen, assistant dean 
of the Division of Agriculture 
said he felt that the kidnapping 
was no organized attempt of a 
large body of veterinarian stu- 
dents. He did point out. how- 
ever, that the use of an officer 
of the law was considered ' by 
many of the ag students as un- 
fair. He believed that the 
apology of Mayor J. D. Arnold 
and Chief of Police Arthur Sch- 
leen to the members of the 
Form House was an assurance 
that the police force would not 
be Involved similarly In the fu- 



ture. Mullen said that the chlef- 
of- police had Informed him 
that the officer had acted with- 
out authorization from head 
quarters. 
Ags Get Even 

After the Barnwarmer dance, 
ag students in the way of a re- 
buttal paid a visit to the veter- 
inarian hospital.

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Bombing of Bi 
A Major Catastrope 



Germany's burning of book a at the be- 
ginning of the Hitler regime has been fol- 
lowed by its bombing of books. Attention 
has been centered on the destruction of 
life, houses and ancient landmarks in Eng- 
land. Almost a major catastrophe, H has 
now been disclosed, is the wholesale de- 
struction of books which have become an 
essential part of civilized living. 

"In lunik-.." nay* Curlyle, "lies the 
houI of the whole part time; the ar> 
Itculate, audible voice of the past, when 
the lindy and material sulistatire of It 
altogether ha* vanished like a dream 
... All that mankind ha* done, 
thought, gnlned or been — It Ik lying bm 
In ninglc preservation in the page« of 
bonks. They are the chosen posses -ions 
of men." 

Millions of books, the London Daily Tele- 
graph reports, have been destroyed in air 
raids. Twenty-five important libraries have 
been partly destroyed, along with publish- 
ers' stocks. One of these libraries is that 
of Liverpool where 150,000 books were 
lost. The destruction of publishers' stocks 
has reached huge proportions. One whole- 
saler, Kimkin Marshall, has lost 3'* million 
volumes. The publishing firm of Unwin 
has lost 1,400,000. The century-old house 
of Ixntgman is starting again with only u 
half dozen titles out of more than 5,000. 
An Immense loss to scholarship that 
comes home to American colleges and 
anlversltles In that of the Loch 
t'lassleal lihrnry. Thirty years ago 
James Loeh of the hanking firm ef 
Kuhn, Loeh and Co.. a cultured man 
with a great Interest In ancient civiliz- 
ation, provided a fund io help the pnb- 
llcatlon of a library of nearly SSO vol- 
umes of translation of the chief Greek 
and 1 .lit in authors. The translations 
Include the original text nrlnted on 
each left hand page with the transla* 
tin n facing It. 

In this way the treasures of Plato and 
Aristotle, of Cicero and Pliny, of the great 
poets, philosophers and historians of an- 
tiquity, have been made available In con- 
venient forms to English-speaking stu- 
dents and scholars. It is not too much to 
say that the ideas of the modern world are 
largely based on the ancient writings In- 
cluded in the Loeb library. 

The books always have been manufac- 
tured In England and supplies of the bound 
volumes have been shipped to America. 
Plates and sheet stock were held In Lon- 
don. At the death of Mr. Loeb in 1033 the 
library was bequeathed to Harvard college. 
Last year the Harvard University press had 
half of tbe bound volumes shipped to this 
country. The total number was about 125.- 
000 of which one shipment of 9,600 was 
ivink by German raiders. Last October Ger- 
man- bombs destroyed 40* per cent of the 
stock that had been left in London, and the 
rest was destroyed by bombs in April. The 
retail value of these books was about $260,- 
000. 

Apparently the plates were destroyed 
along with the books, so the volumes can- 
not tie reprinted. The Harvard University 
press will be able to meet the demand for 
ieveral months tn come, but It Is looking 
forward to the time when Loeb library 
translations no longer can be supplied. The 
associate director of the press, David T. 
Pottlnger, writes that since the books de- 
st roved belong to Harvard university. "It 
It literally true that Harvard has been 
bombed by the Nazis." 

In the destruction of these transla- 
tions of the classics in London, to m 
Cnrlylr's words, the sent of the past, 
lying In magic preservation In the 
Mges of hooks, tin* been assailed.

A student health building for the College 
was Included in the list of building needs 
submitted to the state legislation by the 
Board of Regents. At this time the build- 
ing program which provides for .25 of a 
mill tax on each approximate one hundred 
dollars for appropriating buildings at state 
schools became a law. The tax received for 
this program will raise $1,200,000 every 
two years. To this appropriation, called the 
State school building fund, each school Is 
to appropriate the amount It has accumu- 
lated during the two year span between 
legislative sessions. 

Within the last few weeks the federal 
government has established the Public 
Works Reserve, an organization whose 
purpose is to make plans for projects which 
will insure men work following the present 
national defense movement. This organiza- 
tion sent representatives to our campus to 
investigate building facilities. Should this 
project materialize, it might prove an an- 
swer to our needs.

Of 3,772 students enrolled at 
Kansas state College in Man- 
hattan. 3.557 indicated some re- 
ligious preference on enrolment 
cards. More titan 98 per cent of 
the women and 92.5 per cent of 
the men, on the campus expressed 
their preference or churches. 

Thirty-five religious orders were 
represented in the tabulation re- 
leased today by Miss Jessie Mc-

1.461. more than the total of 
the next four institutions. Eight 
religious orders Buddhism. Free 
Methodist, Jehovah's Witness, Mo- 
hammedanism.

HMaUM of the foresight of a few. the 
health of Kansas* State students may be im- 
pi b?fed And safeguarded in the future. 

The State commtttston on Nutrition in 
Relation to National Defense of which 
Dean Margaret M. Justin fa chairman, in 
meeting today and tomorrow in Topeka. 
Twenty other faculty members from Kan- 
sas State are attending. 

This commit fee will study the Kan- 
hbh health situation, ways to Intensify 
It and means of protecting the state 
food supply. Nutrition experts have 
long known that a large percentage of 
*iur population i« undernourished. Re- 
cently the national as u whole has he- 
come coiiselous of the fact due to the 
number of young men of draft age who 
have been rejected her a use of malnu- 
trition. 

This malnutrition is caused — not always 
by lack of money to buy food— but more of- 
" ten by the lack of a balanced diet which 
supplies the vim, vigor and vitality so im- 
portant In youth. 

It now becomes important for us as stu- 
dents to become health conscious and co- 
operate In this statewide campaign to 
popularize health and make it the basis 
and foundation, rather than a sideline, of 
our livB*. 

We students at Kansas State have 
had a head start In this campaign ax 
we are not only In a centralized state 
l>n«ltlon hut we are also guided by fac- 
ulty mem hers who are recognlied as 
authorities In the field of health Im- 
provement. 

We havp the opportunity to become lead- 
ers—both individually and as a school -In 
promoting this statewide enterprise. 
Through our cooperation now we can not 
only Improve the health standards of the 
present but also lay the foundation for 
even greater ones in the generation to fol- 
low.

On the Campus 



"We have not, as yet, faced courageously 
the Issue as to whether or not certain fed- 
eral agencies are essentia] either In aiding 
the development of the educational pro- 
gram or in providing educational oppor- 
tunities not now existing In our respective 
communities. I refer here particularly to 
the National Youth Administration, the 
Civilian Conservation corps, the Work Pro- 
jects administration and other agencies. All 
of these agencies were created at a time 
when another kind of emergency confront- 
ed most of America, an emergency that 
still prevails in many sections of our coun- 
try. No country or no government is safe 
when men are unemployed. A major ques- 
tion is 'his: Could the same results for 
education have been /attained had the 
money for public education expended by 
the several agencies been allocated to the 
state and thence to communities for the de- 
velopment of the community program? If 
there is no confidence in state departments 
of education or In the state as an adminis- 
trative agency, is it not time that this fact 
be made public and that steps be taken to 
correct the difficulties that prevail? Wise 
educators will support the Idea that there 
must be national planning; that there muBt 
lie financial aid to provide the equal educa- 
tional opportunity. This should not mean, 
however, that outright administration of 
educational programs should accompany 
either the planning or the financial assist- 
ance. The security of democracy is contin- 
gent upon the use of our states and our 
communities to solve major problems and 
the problems that exist in communities." — 
A I ouzo O. Grace, Connecticut commissioner 
of education, sounds a warning against 
broadening federal control— Associated 
Collegiate Press.

Hitler Was Wrong 

Well. Hitler was wrong on one 
count, -he didn't conquer Rus - 
sia in 42 days. But was right on 
another Britain and the Unit- 
ed States were slow to grant 
Joseph Stalin effective aid. In 
the 115 days of the Rus so -Ger- 
man conflict, no British army 
has attacked Hitler Europe. In 
the US days of the Rusro Ger- 
man conflict, Hitler lias con- 
quered all of Ukraine, all the 
Baltic States, all of White Rus- 
sia— nearly half of European 
Russia. He has besieged Lenin- 
grad and Odessa, has placed 
Moscow in dire peril, has des- 
troyed a third of the Russian 
Army, and ha; nullified almost 
lia!f of Russia's industrial ca- 
pacity.

fitting and making children's 
clothing was outmoded. The 
project was part of a nation- 
wide Investigation requested by 
the Bureau of Home Economics 
or the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the 
National Consumer -Retail coun- 
cil. 

These organizations asked 16 
states and the Dstrlct of Col- 
umbia to make a survey, and for 
three years experts measure 1 
boys and girls, age 4 to 17. With 
35 measurements each, they fi- 
nally tabulated more than five 
million body measurements, of 
some 147.000 children. Checking 
stores, they found as many as 
eight different sizes for children 
of the same age. Mary .they 
found might wear a size 
ber 8 dress, size number 8 
suit and elxe number 10 coat. 

The researchers found that 
hip and height measurements 
provided the most reliable basis 
on which children's clothes 
could be purchased, and that of 
all size criteria that or age alone 
was the poorest. 
In Kansas, the specialists un- 
der Miss Litzke's direction took 
the measurements of 8.000 Kan- 
sas children on playgrounds and 
in schools, in Manhattan. Junc- 
tion City. Wichita. Ogden and 
Topeka. The report of their 
findings is Incorporated in the 
national report which resulted 
in the recommendation that, be - 
cause children of the fame age 
are of different size and body 
build, clothes be designated by 
hip and height measurements. 
The recommendation now is be- 
ing considered by the American 
Standards association, compos- 
ed of manufacturers and de- 
signers,

On Saturday r- at the football games 
those students have nine persons out in 
from of the Stadium wearing white sweat- 
ers with large purple Wildcats on the front 
and they call themselves cheerleaders. 
These nine people spend most of their 
time jumping up and down and waving 
their anus while making motions with 
their^races and noises with their mouths. 
Once in a while they all make the same 
kind of movement at the same time and 
the crowd In the Stadium is supposed to 
know that it is in the process of leading a 
cheer.

New Faculty Council 
May Solve Problems 

Participation of the facultv In the gov- 
ernment of Kansas State is the aim of the 
College Advisory council, which Is now be- 
ing organised. Faculty members of each of 
the RO-odd departments of the six divisions 
•re electing a representative. An executive 
h^ard of chairman, vice-chairman, and 



three other board members will be chosen 
at a future date. 

Many other schools "have organiza- 
tions of this type but this is the first 
time that Kansas State has made any 
attempt to give the faculty such a place 
la the government and problems of 
the college. 

The system will be wholly demo- 
cratic. One representative from each 
department (department heads are In- 
eligible) will serve on the Council. 
One-third of the departments will elect 
a representative for one year, one- 
third for two years, and one-third for 
three yearB. No person may bold two 
consecutive three year terms. Any fac- 
ulty member may he called on for In- 
formation or to serve on committees. 
The council will be advisory to President 
Farrel] and the Council of Deans. It will 
investigate problems assigned to It by the 
Presldeni or by any faculty member, who 
would present (hem to "the council through 
l he representative of his department. 

The council will not replace any estab- 
lished college agency, nor attempt to as- 
sume its authority. It is primarily an ef- 
fort to bring about a better understanding 
of the school and fellow workers among 
the faculty, and would be of great service 
In reaching solutions for puzzling problems 
which the Btudents themselves are unable 
to work out alone. 

Several problems have been sug- 
gerfted for study by the council t Col- 
lege systems, two of which are sched- 
ule difficulties and student use of ting* 
Msli; faculty problems, such as tenure 
and student rating of Instructors; de- 
sirable hew college agencies, and wider 
representation In college agencies. 
These and many other problems are vital 
ones in our school life today. Wholehearted 
encouragement of the plan should be given 
by every student. Ii will make our school 
better and each individual a better student 
and citizen to have the help and advice' of 
experienced persons in conjunct ion with 
the erforts of the students In solving major 
shcool problems.— E.O.

The fleldhouses of Purdue and 
Michigan State ate nearly alike in 
external appearance, the one at 
Michigan State being newer.

Colleges Now Serve 
Industrial Classes 

It will so|»n be fW years since the Con- 
gress passed and President Lincoln ap- 
proved the Morrill *ct authorising the es- 
tablishment of the land-grant colleges to 
for the "liberal and practical edit- 
or the Industrial dab-Res". Some- 
thing of the extent to which college In- 
struction Is now being provided for these 
"classes" Is revealed whenever a land- 
grant college compiles data on the occupa- 
tions of the parents of its students. 

A recent tabulation shows the oc- 
cupations of tbe parents of 3,774 stu- 
dents enrolled at, Kansas State College 
for the first semester of 11)4-1 -'42. 
Farmers, numbering about 1,400. are 
the largest group. The 84 other occu- 
tpaHpnwrfefresented Include architects, 
blacksmiths '-(the- father of the author 
of the Morrill net was. a blacksmith), 
cooks; dressmakers, electricians, engi- 
neers, furriers, manufacturers, ma- 
chinists, ml Hera, miners, plumbers, 
shoemakers, atone masons, upholster- 
ers and many others. These parents are 
a cross section of the industrial popu- 
lation of America, the man and women 
who. as the Book of eccleaiastlcus says, ■ 
"shall maintain the fabric of tbe 
world". 

Similar tabulations from all types of 
present day American colleges would give 
similar results. It was not always so. 
Eighty yean ago, only the sons (not the 
daughters) of the professional classes and 
of the so-called aristocracy went to col- 
lege, save In exceptional instances. The 
land -grant colleges were pioneers in the 
development of college education for the 
sons (and tbe daughters) of the Industrial 
classes. Thanks to the success and popu- 
larity of the land-grant Institutions, the 
doors of virtually all American colleges are 
open now to any student who is able and 
willing to make good use of collegiate edn-

AWS shown by the past two student coun- 
cils. In 1939 members of our Student Coun- 
cil attended tile eighth biennial convention 
of the Intercollegiate Arwociatlon of Wo- 
men Students at Lincoln, Neb. to discover 
more definitely what AWS Is and what it 
Is accomplishing on other campuses. Last 
year's council sent a delegate to tbe tenth 
biennial convention which was held at 
Lubbock, Tex., to consider the desirability 
of establishing each an organisation at 
Kansas State. 

The governing body of AWS is di- 
vided into two groups, an assembly and 
a senate. Based on lsst year's housing 
set-up, the assembly would be com- 
posed of approximately SO members: 
16 presidents of neighborhood units, 24 
presidents of organised bouses, nine 
presidents of sororities, and the execu- 
tive council of Van Zlle ball. Tbe 
smaller governing group, the senate, 
represents the extra-curricular campus 
organisations and would be made up 
of tbe presidents of the WAA, Home 
Economies club, PanHei, YWCA, Mor- 
tar Board, Van Zlle ball, Prix, and the 
three women members of the student 
council. In addition, the senate would 
contain the president, vice-president, 
secretary and treasurer of AWS. 
With this organisational machinery in 
gear, AWS on 56 other campuses in the 
United States has tackled the problems of 
coordinating the activities of all women's 
organizations, freshman orientation, social 
life, dead wood organisations, faculty-stu- 
dent relations, Independent -Creek rela- 
tions, vocational guidance, and developing 
leadership by means of a point system. 

Social functions such a» tea dances, pic- 
nics, and parties are stressed, as are also 
intramural sports. 

The spontaneous rise and growth of 
Independent organised houses on oar 
campuses Is Indicative of the felt need 
nf the soelal advantages to he derived 
seen organisations. If the wo- 
st a dents on .10 other campuses 
have found AWS an effective means of 
accomplishing their objectives, per 
haps Kansas State hai 
something.

A 'Declared' War 
Is Not the Answer 

As war hysteria j fl this country grows, 
colleges and universities are petitioning 
the government for a declared, official war 
against Germany. The flag-waving and 
band-playing have r aught Mi em up and 
Buhdued their sense of reason to their emo- 
tions. The world Is in one Rosh-awful mess 
—agreed: but war for the United States is 
not the answer. 

Not that we're being un-American, 
Not that we don't want to see Hitler 
and his suppression of all that Ameri- 
cans hold valuable crushed. Hut ft 
declaration of active warfare would 
w\f necessarily accomplish this and 
would go far toward creatine the very 
things In this conn try that we are try- 
ing to destroy In the Hitlerlxed nn- 
Hons, 

Of course freedom and democracy are 
Worth the life-blood of American youth, but 
brains, not blood will win these. In the 
firs* place, war entrance means bankruptcy. 
It means a military dictatorship here rlur- 
ine the war and after it. It means that no- 
where in the world would freedom of 
aneech. thought and action be left. It means 
that after the war there would he no sinele 
nation of any importance witli its atti- 
tudes free from the hates and preiudlc.es of 
actual military combat. There will be no 
one left to "see the peace through." 

For it Is the peace after this war 
which will determine whether civilian- 
tton lives or dies. Another peace like 
Versailles like hundreds of war 
treaties dnrlnr all time, woald mean a 
rehash of the nresent disaster — and 
the eventual destruction of everything 
that Is worth preserving In this twen- 

1p the second nlace. a declared war Is not 
si to the defense of the United States. 
Oranted that Hitler would like to conouer 
the world — not a new idea for a dictator — 
there la no evidence that the United States 
need be crushed by such a desire. Insofar 
as any nation can be safe from military 
•ttack. the United States Is Invulnerable. 
Even the interventionist New York Times 
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recently reported Lieuteiiout-Colouel 
Thomas R. Phillips, of the general staff of 
the United States Army, as making "the 
unequivocal statement that the modern 
bombing plane has made the American 
coast Impregnable to Invasion." What we 
must do is build our defenses so strong Hit- 
ler will not dare to attack us (If and when 
he finishes Kuiopei and if he does be able 
to defeat him. 

Thirdly, all the benefits— If anj — 
of a declared war ran lie gotten 
through our present state of unde- 
clared war. Actions speak louder than 
words, and armaments speak louder 
than phrases of encouragement. Oar 
materials — planes and ships— can be 
gotten to England by the present con- 
voy system. Reorganization of the 
Neutrality Act will facilitate this. Aid 
to Britain and Russia must he real and 
Immediate. But let's use our heads | not 
our emotions. Let's not gamble the fu- 
ture of our country and the entire 
world on an unnecessary venture. 

The Scene Changes; 
Jobs Go Begging 

American colleges, technical schools and 
universities are unable to meet a third of 
the demands being made on them for 
trained workers, reports K. E. Crabb, presi- 
dent of Investors Syndicate. "Although 
American Institutions of higher learning 
are meeting two-thirds of the demands on 
them for trained workers." explained Mr. 
Ciabh, "they are not satisfying requests 
from some industries, and in some regions, 
by any such proportions." 

Defense and allied industries are making 
the greatest increase in number of de- 
mands, accord I ng to the company's annual 
national survey of college graduates' job 
proBpects. Comments made by 501 institu- 
tions answering the questionnaire stress 
willingness of prospective employers to 
train liberal arts and teachers' college 
graduates in mechanical arts and sciences, 
and retrain engineering graduates for new 
fields in which workers are scarce. Begin- 
ning salaries offered are the highest in 
years. Draft boards' policies of calling tech- 
nical graduates and students have lessened 
available supplies of sought for workers on 
campuses. 

"Engineering, chemistry . teaching, aero- 
nautics, Industrial arts, business adminis- 
tration, general physical sciences, secre- 
tarial, and a combination of mathematics 
and science, in order named, most fre- 
quently are mentioned in increased de- 
mands for graduates. Ranking next are 
commerce and home economics, tenth; and 
accounting and sales, which are eleventh 
place," said Mr. Crabb. 

"Many of our men graduates from the 
liberal aits college,' 'said W. (!. Leutner, 
president, Western Reserve university, af- 
ter commenting that college men are plac- 
ing increasing emphasis on adequate'train- 
ing or apprentice programs, "seek employ-, 
ment In industrial centers where they go to I 
work in a production department and take 
(heir chances on working their way up to 
a worthwhile administrative position, con- 
tradictory to the popular idea that college 
men are afraid to get their hands dirt v.'*- -

On 'Draftee Money 9 

-Fathers and mothers ... I have said 
It before, and I will say It again and 
again and again. Your hoys will not be 
sent to fight w any foreign war.* 
These were the words of President 
Roosevelt. Yet we go rushing headlong Into 
war with Great Britain, or rather FOR 
Great Britain — America still playing the 
pan of the fool, and England still taking 
the gravy. Yea, there will always be an 
England— as long aa the United States con- 
tinues to be the fool. 

In oar army today, we are spending 
#1omi a year for eaeh draftee, not la- 
cludlnir his pay or the price of a single 
shell or rifle ballet (for those of them 
who have guns) aa reported In a recent 
lasne of the Saturday Evening Post. 
The article explained that this would 
more than pay for a year of college < rain- 
ing. Based on a survey of Kansas State stu- 
dents last year. It would pay for more than 
two yeare of college work here. The sur- 
vey revealed that the average K-State stu- 
dent spends only $600 in a school year. 

But .the policy seems to be that It 1b bet- 
ter to spend more than the price of a col- 
lege education on a draftee to keep him In 
an army lacking equipment, lacking good 
leadership, and with disgracefully low pay. 

The Saturday Evening Post story ex- 
plains that the draftees are getting more 
than Roldiers In the armies of other coun- 
tries, but that is beside the point.

In the 1030 contest, the last meeting of the two teams in 
Manhattan, the Huskers won 25-0. The K-8taters have beaten 
the Nebraskans twice, the first time in 1030 and again in 1034. 
when they won the title. 

It seems that there is a lot of shouting going on over the al- 
leged pass interference in the Missouri -Nebraska game last Sat- 
urday. Harry Ice, Missouri back, batted down a pass which, if 
completed, might have meant a touchdown and possibly the game 
for Nebraska. Movies of the game, say Nebraskans, show clearly 
that Ice Interfered with the receiver on the play, which was 
ruled as an Incomplete ^paas by the officials. Missouri coaches, 
after viewing the same film, say that no Interference was visible. 

Broadcasters of the game thought there was an interference 
at the time, but the officials ruled differently. Anyway, the game 
Is played, the Tigers have won, and as far as we can see. there's 
no percentage In raising a howl.

tion hns been completed and the coun- 
cil h In h mood to do so. 
Investigations have been conducted be- 
fore. Startling facts about the uselesaness 
of many campus societies have been uncov- 
ered. But none of the hitherto futile In- 
vestigators have had sufficient authority 
backing them or adequate facilities for do- 
ing something about what they began to 
make their attempts successful. There has 
never been a set-up to Insure the success- 
ful finish of a "clean-up" campaign. 
The same thing In happening this 
time. The investigation will go on— 
yea. But when It Is completed, when 
the Information Is gathered, what will 
be donef Enthusiasm will hare coaled 
off on the part of the Instigator*, those 
f carina for the life of their pet orga- 
nisations will have gotten la their po- 
lltcal licks, and the campaign may die 
a natural death like Its predecessors. 
This muBt not happen. As time goes on 
Kansaa State becomes more and more 
bogged down by Its superfluity of "dead- 
wood" organizations.

done his best to prepare his lectures 
for that purpose? How many are con- 
sciously teaching In the direction of 
training students to use the tools of 
scientific apparatus, Industry, eco- 
nomic research, and educational meth- 
ods, to shape the new world order that 
must be constructed when the war Is 
over? Or are your instructors bo 
wrapped up in teaching you about his 
particular tool, be It nutrition, poultry 
husbandry, meteorology, or psychol- 
ogy, that they overlook the necessity 
of teaching you how to use that tool? 
Granted that there are courses, particu- 
larly In a scientific school such as ours, 
which cannot deviate far from their pres- 
ent content, are there not many others 
whose value could be enhanced by student 
participation in the planning of the course? 
We understand from the objectives set op 
by academic groups that a democratic edu- 
cation Is to be desired. Yet many professors 
think it no business of the students what 
he teaches them or how. What's democratic 
about that? 

Of course It's easier to plan a coarse 
and carry nut the plan with ao Inter- 
ruptions. UN oaly the alert well- 
lafornied instructor who dare* to !■- 
vlte student comment and xafrgertioaH, 
and to stimulate conjecture *» to the 
application of the clasarooui theory In 
the warworn laboratory of the world 
today. 

Let's thank our lucky stars that we do 
have a few Instructors who are trying to 
face the issues of living In such a world, 
Instructors who aren't afraid to say, "I 

don't know, but let's find" out."— A.D.P. 

"We must not sacrifice the great heritage 
of knowledge and culture that has been 
handed clown to us. The training of the 
mind and the heart In the present world is 
even more important than any particular 
area of technical training. For unless our 
faith in ourselves, In our democratic polity, 
in our ideais, in the principles of tolerance 
and freedom, unless all those things can be 
maintained, the battle Is lost before It be- 
gins."— Pres.

Change in Neutrality Act 



Kansas Statp College students 
To' low the consensus of other 
American college students In fa- 
voring the change of the neu- 
trality act so that American 
supplv ships may be armed and 
sent into war zones. 

A Collegian survey conducted 
this week shows 55 per cent of 
the students voting in favor ol 
revising the law and 44 per 
cent opposed to it. 1 per cent be- 
ing undecided. In the national 
survey, 42 per cent favored it 
and 51 opposed.

Can V. S. Stay Out? 

When it came to the ouestion 
of whether or not the students 
lie! level the U. S, could stay out 
cf the war, 52 per cent of voters 
believed their country could stay 
out of war while 48 per cent 
thought It impossible. This was 
Just 10 per cent mor? than the 
results of the national poll. 

Five of the voters ravored the 
declaration of war but at the 
same time believed America 
could stay out of th; conflict. 
Some believed that 11 would be 
possible but net probable and 
others thought the U. S. was 
already to the war. One be- 
lieved the only way it would be 
possible would be by shooting 
Roosevelt. One believed that the 
important question was not 
whether we would become in- 
volved but "what do we gain 
by entering and what do w; 
to lose by staying out?"

1941 Armistice Dag? 

As Armistice Day, 1941. approaches, the 
campus is ronftldering the appropriate? form 
of observing this occasion. 

To tin; millions who in litis celebrated 
the first Armistice Day, It means the end 
of a ton*, bitter struggle and the beginning 
of anew and better era. 

After 21 years we are »tl>ser> lit* 
A must Iff Hay In the mhlxf ft f a new 
mid rrm re terrible war, the result of 
humanity's failure to utilize the nppnr* 
I h nines presented by the peace of Ver- 
vii Mies. As we, lite American people, 
now hike up the grim 'ask in nhll lat- 
in t: nil our resuurees for defense, we 
must also make sure that we shall not 
lose the next pence. 

The character of the peace that will come 
out of this war will in part be determined 
by the degree to which statesmen are sup- 
ported by a mature and informed public 
opinion. Colleges can take leadership In 
diffusing information and stimulating In- 
terest in the problems inherent in building 
a better world. Certainly, the student body 
with its associates everywhere, whether in 
the armed forces, on the farm or in the 
factory, who will Inherit the post-war 
world, have a right and responsibility to 
concern themselves with this issue. 

We could make this Armistice Day 
an occasion for mourning over the fail- 
ure of the 1918 Armistice to provide a 
lasting peace. Or we could blindly and 
selfishly concern ourselves only with 
protection against immediate dangers. 
It would be far better to work positive- 
ly to create a just peace and a better 
international order-within the demo- 
cratic framework and with faith In the 
peoples of the world to govern them- 
selves, Kven in this bleak winter of 
man's hopes, we can sow the seedB that 
will produce the springtime of a better 
world.— The United States Committee 
Of International Student Service.

Kansas State College 
needs a well-developed, faculty advisory 
system that may be presented in such man- 
ner that the student will enjoy the advan- 
tage of having such advice. 

We Need Radicals 
In A Democracy 

(This is an excerpt ffom a speech 
given in London In 1939 by Frank 
Lloyd Wright, America's greatest liv- 
ing architect.) 

Occasionally I scan the newspapers and 
have noticed the way in which Democracy 
is held up as opposed to Fascism. But I 
think the more yon analyze Russian Com- 
munism, the more you analyze Oerman 
Fascism, Italian Fascism, British Democ- 
racy, and American Democracy, the lesB 
you will be able to see any substantial dif- 
ferences between them in practice, after 
the theory has evaporated. 

Now something radical Is missing in all 
this hullabaloo of the hoi pollol "press," 
and so "radical" we must he. We need hon- 
est Radicals. 

England T am happy to Bay has been hos- 
pitable to such. But to mention the word in 
our pseudo-capita Hat country is like wav- 
ing a red flag; educated people expect 
everything to come tumbling down upon 
them. Ten-to-one they call the pole, "dis- 
perse yon," or have you arrested. 

Bin let us be rational . . . radical only 
means trying to find out what lies at the 
root — the word radical meanB "of the root," 
How much do we know of the root? Not- 
withstanding our penchant for history, how 
much have we been taught of roots, the 
roots of our economic order for instance? 

Professors in Usonia (Samuel Butler's 
name for the USA) Universities, who begin 
to meddle at the root of anything like that 
may lose their jobs. Many of them, meaning 
no harm and not wishing to Injure life or 
humanity, but hoping to benefit it, seek by 
research to find out something about roots 
In order that they may teach; but they en- 
counter this opposition from their employ- 
ers—the system— in a free -country, in our 
Democracy! I know a number of 
The Pitt News.

Why Students Flunk 
Is Serious Problem 

One of every 10 freshmen who enter 
Kansas State College fails to pass the re- 
quired 50 per cent of bis hours the first 
semester necessary for him to remain In 
school the second semester. One of every 
20 who enroll for the second semester of 
their freshman year "flunks out." Of the 
entire enrollment in the Division of Gen- 
eral Science 5.i* per cent are dismissed; 5.2 
per cent are placed on probation each year. 
These figures nre based on the failures in 
the division for the years 1030-31 to 1937- 
38, Inclusive, as shown by a study made by 
Dr. K. C. Miller, member of the Reinstate- 
ment board. 

The moitality rate among freshmen 
on this campus is comparatively high, 
due principally to failure In chemistry 
and rhetoric, required couraes for 
graduation rrom Kansas State College. 
Fifty-one per cent of the failures are in 
rhetoric; 52 per cent of the same stu- 
dents fall in chemistry. 
(Thief among reasons given by the stu- 
dent as to why he failed is "too much out- 
side work," but according to Doctor Miller's 
findings 66 pei cent of the failing students 
had little or no outside work to distract 
them;; 11 per cent worked from It to 20 
hours per %eek, and only a small percent- 
age worked so many hours that they must 
fail because of outside work. 

Other jeasons filed by students as to 
their various failures were poor health, 
periods of sickness Just before or dur- 
ing examinations, family troubles- 
such as separation of parents, love af- 
fairs, too much social life, loo many 
extra-curricular activities, failure to 
recognize responsibility of college ca- 
reer, not enough study and homeslek- 



The intelligence level or the student In 
many failures was so low that he could not 
be expected to pass work of college grade. 
However, It Is the policy of the hoard to let 
these , students prove to themselves that 
they are unable to do the work. After the 
second try the student realizes that his 
abilities for college work are limited «nd 
goes into other fields of training. 

Probably early public school +d*ra- 
tlon Is much to blame for the present 
situation. Students In all walks fttHf* 
and of all levels of intelligence are en- 
couraged to enter callage as part of the 
Utile attempt Is made to show the stu- 
dents whose latelligeurc level* are 
freedom and democracy of our country.

Nine weeks' grades, along with the 
scholastic eligibility committee pave In the 
last few days taken their toll among cam- 
pus leaders. A notable number of students 
holding major positions of leadership have 
been disqualified at mid-semester because 
of below-C averages. 

A system that al Iowa— or rather., 
forces — the changing of horses in mid- 
stream is not only weak. It is actually 
destructive. Important campus posi- 
tions are not handed out at random: 
they are awarded with carp .and dis- 
crimination. Incapable students rare- 
ly attain them. Often a student has 
been especially trained for a position; 



the efficiency of student-headed ageii 
cres. . 
Such a system not only injur#st College 
enterfrlseB. it is unfair to students, head- 
ing them. When a student fakes ovef d 
frvtfjbr cArfrrnifs position— eifhor Or business 
managership- of a priblfea^lofl. »f> B fdehcy ! 
of a large organization, for instance— he 
es a choice. That choice generally in- 
volves the partial neglect of studies for the 
Ide activity. Fright of wrong, it is a 
jMltf aitd the fact that a strident has 
n performing ffis Jhb' so well that nis" 
grades have fallen seems hardly a just rea- 
son foi refusing to allow him to continue 
doing that job. 

Again — nine weeks* grades are In gen- 
eral a poor Indication of a student's actual 
Fcholssrtc standing. I jack of tlm», inoppor- 
hirte errctrmfitanees MM many a high- 
grade-average student to receive low marks 
at mid-semester. Low grade slips at this 
time often mean incomplete work, rather 
than failing work. ■■ ■ ■ 

Stringent rules regarding scholastic 
qualifications as of the semester pre- 
vious to which a student is declared 
eligible for his position should be 
ample assurance that only qualified 
students could be chosen. Why then, 
i h is htraiiliatton of a few students tem- 
porarily deficient in grades and this 
crippling Of major emu pus activities? 
Eligibility committee, we're asking you: 
please stop cutting off your nose to spite 
your face! 



Student assemblies are for students. Now 
mind you, no one Is required to attend. The 
only reasoh anyhne has for going is that 
he wants to hear what is going on and 
broaden his education a little. Under these 
circumstances, the audience Bhould be an 
ideal one — only people present who are 
interested in what the speaker has to say.

This world is a nice place for 
anyone who likes to go around 
looking for trouble. No one this 
week has to go very far to find 

it. 

In fact, the United States this 
week is cooking up its Own spe- 
cial home-made brands and 
conditions of. trouble. At mid- 
nl&ht tonight, for instance, 
strikes may cut off long-dis- 
tance telephone lines to all calls 
except those "Vital to national 
defense." A strike by 50,000 CIO 
coal miners which was settled 
two weeks ago may be re-open- 
ed unless today's conference 
between President Roosevelt 
and John L. Lewis turns out 
satisfactorily. And on December 
7, unless Congress or the Pres- 
ident says -mustn't" in the 
meantime, this nation will be 
treated to a railroad strike— its 
first to be called since 1916. 
Trouble In House 

Meanwhile, trouble is seeth- 
ing in the House of Represen- 
tatives, which may have made 
its decision on the repeal of the 
Neutrality Act by the time you 
read this. 

Less than two weeks ago. the 
Senate repealed the "anti-ship 
arming" and combat zone fea- 
tures of this act by the handy 
margin of 50 to 37 but the 
House, smarting under the 
prospect of continued defense 
strikes and of intensified un- 
declared war against Hitler, 
«eem£ likekly to give neutrality 
repeal the same type of grudg- 
ing approval it expressed when 
it passed the draft extension 
bill bv a vote of 203 to 202. 
Churchill TeOS All 

It may even vote down neu- 
trality repeal. In that case, this 
nation will be in serious touble 
with Winston Churchill, who 
for iome months has revealed 
the interventionist course of 



American foreign policy more 
accurately than any American 
statesman has ca.ed or dared 

to. 

It will be in trouble with 
Churchill because it will have 
disappointed him: having 
joined with him in swapping 
destroyers for island bases in 
lease -lending wir materials, in 
occupying Iceland, and in sink- 
ing Nazi submarines, to reduce 
shipping lorses from 500.000 to 
180,000 tons each month. It will 
have suddenly refused to take 
the next step by Joining the 
merchant convoys to Britain. 
Envoy To Arrive 

And if it doesn't get enough 
trouble this way. this nation 
can very easily find some of a 



slightly different kind during 
its pending palaver with 
Kurusu. the "last minute 
envoy" from Japan who 
reach Washington this week- 
end. Japanese statesmen have 
been known to talk big before 
with no apparent results; even* 
so, however, this week's Japan- 
ese taut is that the United 
States should listen with' care 
to Kurusu 's propositions unless 
rt wishes to provide Japan withy , 
its sixth major war in M years.

far as Adolf Hitler— who ti 
now bogged down in Russia be- 
fore Leningrad, Moscow, Ros-

I oils problems facing families In 
the changing economic world of 
1M1. Thursday the group enu- 
merated problems and analyzed 
them. Today and tomorrow th= 
authorities on home management 
plan to formulate possible solu- 
tions for these problems. 
Untenant Reed Speaks 

Opening the discussion Thurs - 
day. Lt. Ernest H, Reed or port 
Riley presented the problem of 
the family with the husband and 
father on the move. "To move 
from a comfortable seven room 
house Into a hotel room or a two 
room apartment requires adapt- 
ability." he told the group. Lieu- 
tenant Reed also mentioned that 
there was a serious problem of 
morale, of emotional stability. 

Mrs. Curt Bennlnghoven of 
Strong City told the Rroiip that 
rural families were faced with 
the problem of educating the 
farm women to solve her econom- 
ic problems. The tendency of the 
farm family to adopt the stan- 
dards of the urban family and fall 
to appreciate their own advan- 
tages was also discussed .

Tli- re instalment board is 
merely for the purpose of talk- 
ing to the students and deciding 
whether they should be enrol- 
led in school the next semester, 
and usually has no contact with 
them if their applications are 
approved and they do return. 
A high percentage or these stu- 
dents whose grades a 
fhat they must be on 
tion." or reinstated, do not fin- 
ish school. 

Some Queen Reasons 

Some or the reasons are com- 
ical." said Professor Throckmor- 
ton, "and others are tragedies." 
Among the many different ones 
are the fact that the student did 
not spend enough time on his 
studies, participated In too 
many activities or social aifalrs, 
had no place to study, worked 
too many hours, or did not real- 



ize the responsibility he was 
bearng. 

A few admitted they could not 
get up in time to get to an early 
morning class. Poor health, love 
affairs, and family troubles are 
among the more sericw ones. 

Another main reason for low 
grades and inability to adapt 
themselves to college Is home- 
sickness on the part of the first 
year students, according to 
Throckmorton. Most freshmen 
will not admit that they are. 
homesick, and consequently 
cannot do their best work. 
Poor Hand writing 

"Some of the handwriting on 
the reinstatement blanks wis so 
bad that it is no wonder the 
students flunked in so many of 
his subjects." Professor Throck- 
morton said. 

One boy. when giving his rea- 
sons for flunking, blamed It all 
on a course in advanced mili- 
tary. He told of wearing boots to 
the class, and because they 
pinched hir feet, he went home 
afterwards to change. "Usually 
I Just stayed home from my 
next hour class." he said. This 
was reason enough for flunking. 

Statistics taken from a sum- 
mary of the number of students 
who were reinstated in one year 
rhow that the greatest number 
were from the Division of En- 
gineering. Home economics 
placed next on the list with six, 
general science third with three, 
and two were listed from the 
Division of Agriculture. The Di- 
vision of Veterinary Medicine 
e ho wed none.

Pour of the students died fol- 
lowing heart attacks, one of 
these heart attacks was brought 
on because, "the old maid came 
so close to catching a man, and 
muffed her chance.'* Another of 
the writers said the reason for 
death was due to a heart at- 
tack brought on by "overwork 
and lack of sleep." This stu- 
dent's last words were, "Tell 
Professor Krieghbaum 1 won't 
be able to come to class tomor- 
row." 

One student "died" in a tele 
phone booth in Anderson hall. 
This student was the victim of 
a strange and unique case, A 
malady so different that a case 
had not been reported since the 
13th century. The case had 
been "aggravated in the past 
few months by conflict with the 
typewriters in Kedzle hall and 
by an oddly devised form of 
mental torture known as news 
quizes." 

Snakes Were Too Much 

Another student gave shock 
as the reason for his "death." 
He said he had suffered from 
"nightmares of snakes" and died 
when his wife pinched him to 
waken him. In this obituary, 
the author said, "physicians 
agreed tifat death resulted from 
shock, when in his dream, he 

that he so often dreamed 
about." 

A patriotic student "died" in 
action with the United States 
Navy in Guam. This student 
Imagined himself to be a com- 
missioned pilot officer who was, 
at the time of his death, par- 



ticipating in a dive bombing at- 
tack oh a Japanese destroyer in 
the invasion of Guam. 
Hissed Own Wedding 

One young woman was "kill- 
ed" on her way to her own wed- 
ding She was a famous author- 
ess and wss well known In the 
scientific field as well as a 
novelist. 

A young man "died in the 
rotunda of his luxurious office 
of acute alcholsm." This student 
"was a playboy. He was married 
three times, once '■<• a Kansas 
girl, again to a Ziegfteld girl, 
and a third time to a Honolulu 
socialite." according to his obit- 
uary. 

The strange part of all the 
obituaries was that all cases sx- 
cept i wo had been graduated 
from Kansas State College. The 
two exceptions were still stu- 
dents. 

All of I lie writers had become 
famous one way or another ac- 
cording to their obituaries. 
Some as novelists, others as 



newspaper writers, and others in 
sensational ways such as the 
young man who said he "died of 
acute alchollsm," and "was a 
playboy."

Df . Harold Marley 
Fells Students Of 
Social Conditions 

Dr. Harold P. Marley. minister 
of the Unitarian church in Ann 
Arbor. Mich., who recently stud- 
led social conditions In Mexico 
and work camps In the United 
States, told a student forum at 
the college Thursday his impres- 
sions of the conditions. 

Indications of what he saw 
during his study. Dr. Marley said, 
were that the Mexican student Is 
more interested in politics than 
the American student. "The 
American student must necessari- 
ly become more interested in poli- 
tics," he added. 

The minister commented that 
hte people in Kansas have an er- 
roneous conception of the Mexi- 
can student. He explained that In 
Mexico City one may see the 
same culture, art and talents as 
In America, and that all Mexi- 
cans are not mere section hands 
on railroads. 

The work camps in America, 
Dr. Marley explained, are oppor- 
tunities for the American student 
to supplement his academic edu- 
cations with actual physical tabor 
and close contact with the prob- 
lems facing the people of the 
country. 

The speaker concluded his dis- 
cussion with comments on tee 
social conditions In the country 
and work that has been done to 
solve the problem. 

After Dr. Marley 's address, th* 
meeting was opened to the group 
for questions and discussion of 
work in the camps and what 
they are doing for the students or 
the country.

Man Who Carried 
Message to Garcia 
Was R-State Prof 

The disclosure that Major An- 
drew S. Rowan, the now legen- 
dary officer who "carried the 
message to Garcia." once was a 
faculty member at Kansas Slate 
College was made this week. 

War department records show 
that Major Rowan was selected 
April 8. 1898. by President Mc- 
Klnley to go to Cuba for the 
purpose or gathering military in- 
formation for use In the war 
against Spam and getting in 
touch with General Garcia. He 
sailed the same day for Kingston. 
Jamaica, West Indies, where he 
remained until April 33, when he 
received a cable to "Join Garcia 
as soon as possible." Upon receipt 
of this order he crossed the Carib- 
bean in an open boat and after a 
hazardous Journey, on May 1. 



1888. reached Garcia and deliver- 
ed his message. 

Major Rowan took part In sev- 
eral engagements In the Philip- 
pine insurgency and upon his re- 
turn to the United States In June. 
1903, was assigned to duty as 
professor of Military Science and 
Tactics at Kansas State (Agricul- 
tural) College. He served here un- 
til September 18, 1903. Later he 
also served at a Fort Riley camp 
of Instruction. 

Major Rowan was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross for 
his "extraordinary heroism" and 
received a Silver Star decoration.

Democracy Must Aid 

D?mocracy must have a way tc 
aid and secure truer relations and 
by raising economic and cultura' 
standards In the Latin American 
countres. cooperation can be ob- 
tained for these democratic coun- 
trl;s. 

The two countries have differ- 
ent standards of economic and 
cultural lif? which are disadvan- 
tageous, but such Internationa' 



relations between them can be 
established. 

"Th? government can't decide 
the policies or international rela- 
tions but the people must find that 
Latin America is a real neighbor 
and treat her as one." he said. 

Although the United States has 
helped to establish vast material 
wealth, they must give more aid to 
make it possible to have coopera- 
tion from the Latin America coun- 
tres. When expansion was needed 
In th; United States, the people 
spread to the West, but Latin Am- 
ericans have no West to go to. 

"We are eager, because we be- 
lieve public opinion of both coun- 
tries will help enforce our h**- 
J om rrom any aggressive country 
outside the Western Hemisphere." 
Senor Montenegro explained that 
the Latin American countries do 
want to cocperate and want new 
Ideas and want to advance and 
build, because only by so doing will 
they build better interstate and 
international relations.

382nd Meeting Here 
Next Friday, Saturday 

The 382nd meeting of the Am- 
erican Mathematical society will 
be on the Kansas State College 
campus in Manhattan November 
21 fliid 32* "XtiIb is r TO^iooftJ bkiicot 
lng including states from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the Rocky moun- 
tains. This is the first time the 
society has met at Kansas State. 

During the meeting 13' research 
papers will be read. The papers 
are the result of time spent by the 
mathematician in research and 
must Include entirely new mater- 
ial. Prof. Q. C. Munro of the Kan- 
sas State College Department of 
Mathematics will read a paper 
"System of linear differential 
equations with constant coeffi- 
cients."

Death of Freshman 
Is Still A Mystery 

Autopsy Performed Sunday Shows 
"Nothing Definite" Concerning 
Sudden Collapse of Joe Potter 

An autopsy performed Sunday revealed "nothing def- 
inite" concerning the cause of the death of Joe Potter, 17- 
year-old Kansas State College freshman who died Satur- 
day afternoon a lew minutes after he apparently collapsed 
In Aggieville. 

Coroner W. H. Clarkson admitted today that "It is de- 
cidedly unusual that so many tests on the youth'B body 
Bhould reveal nothing definite." 

The only cluu which thor- 
ough Investigation has re- 
vealed thus far is that "his 
left lung did not appear to 
be quite normal." Micro- 
scopic tests are being made, 
the coroner announced, to 
determine whether Potter's 
death might have been due 
to pulmonary thrombosis (a 
blood clot in a pulmonary 
artery). 

Examine X-Kays 

It wis at first thought that the 
youth, an architectural engineer- 
ing student from Garden City, 
might have died as the result of 
injuries sustained when he fell to 
the sidewalk. However. Doctor 
Clarkson disclosed today that st- 
rays had failed to reveal any evi- 
dence of skull fracture. A vertebra 
fracture is a "possibility." Doctor 
Clarkson conceded, adding how- 
ever, that it was Improbable. X- 
ray pictures are being sent to a 
Kansas City specialist for further 
examination. 

The coroner discounted the 
possibility of any toxic condition 
of the youth's stomach but said 
that chemical analysis will settlt 
any question in that regard. No 
evidence of any sort of heart ali- 
ment was found in the examina- 
tions. .

Because 
of Jack of authoritative information 
and other contributing factors, it did 
not-ptint the entire election story. It 
Ignored the whitewashing of Creek 
sidewalks and the printing of mixed 
Creek- Independent ballots to confuse 
Independent supporters. Both acts 
were the work of unknown groups, 
neither receiving official sanction by 
their parties. 

Nor does either act receive the approval 
of the Collegian. In campaigning for elec- 
tions based on "political issues" the de- 
sired goal was not that the present groups 
employ political tactics in the worst sense 
of the term, but than an entirely new or- 
ganization be formed with elections based 
on constructive platforms rather than on 
arbitrary social groups. The "dirty poli- 
ties" resulting from the present campaln 
alignments came out of person el and party 
prejudices, and not from any desire on the 
part of either group to see that Kansas 
State students were given a fair des l. 
That The Collegian, whir iTTtideaY- 
or« 'to serve every student, was trying 
to serve every student, whs trying to 
protect ii minority sorlal-polltieal 
group Is tboroofflily untrue. 
The entire election tactics were a dis- 
grace 'to the school. The Collegian has 
apologized for its lack of zeal in exposing 
the nasty situation. Now how about a few 
apologies from those who engineered the 
disgusrlng "dirty politics"?

Urge Park 
For 'KS' 

An appeal has been made by 
Sigma Tau. honorary engineer- 
ing fraternity, to the city com- 
mission for aid In keeping the 
huge concrete "KS" letters east 
of town In condition. The let- 
ters were constructed through 
their leadership on the west 
side of K-hiil across the Kan- 
sas river. 

At a meeting of the cltv 
commissioners Tuesday after- 
noon. Gordon CNel'l. repre- 
sentative of Sigma Tau, asked 
that condemnation proceedings 
be started to take over the hill 
so that the organization would 
be able to care for the letters. 
At the same time a city and 
College park could be made. 
No Care For Two Years 

If the 50 x 80 letters are to 
be kept in the best condition 
they must be painted and the 
weeds cut from around them 
every year. For two years the 
organization has been unable 
to approach the letters because 
the owner would not allow them 
on the land, saying that rocks 
had been rolled down the hill 
to light on some street-car 
hoif=et at the bottom of the hill 
in the past. 

According to O'Neill the own- 
er of the property had offered 
to lease the hill to the College 
or to Sigma Tau. but the price 
was too high. 
A Two Acre Park 

Two acres were agreed upon 
by the city commissioners and 
Sigma Tau as being sufficient 
to establish a park for the let- 
ters. The hill and grounds 
would be maintained with all 
expenses being paid by the en- 
gineering fraternity. 

About 20 years ago. the K 
was placed on the hill and S 
was added later. Pour years ago 
the letters were repaired and 
painted at a cost of over $600. 
Nothing has been done to the 
letters for two years, although 
previously they were painted 
every year by freshman engi- 
neers as a form of initiation.

Boys who said 
they liked girls, made a showing superior 
to those who didn't.

In U. S. Defense Program 



What It Takes 
To "Make Good" 

"Success" may be defined ns satisfactory 
performance In all areas of life. What It 
takes to he "successful" in college is much 
debated by psychologists, students and 
professors. The Public (minion commit- 
tee, studying the nroblem "What It Takes 
to Make Good In College," reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions , as condensed by the 
Associated Collegiate Press: 

HBAI/FH : AH-imnortant for good health 
was satisfaction with living conditions. 
"Dat-en" with mlxwfl groups, occurring more 
than three tlmeB a month, were bad for 
health; Irm eme*gM dates were ubt in- 
jurious. Those who were active in religious 
organizations had better health, bbut those 
health. Those who lived on the campus en- 
who were overactive tended to have poorer 
joyed better health. 

SCHOLARSHIP: Strangely enough. Ft 
was the amount of the mother's education 
which was moat directly related to tYie soft's 
scholastic success. Those with brothers or 
sifters in college or with college degrees 
made better grades than those who were 
breaking the trail. Children of dlvweed 
parents fell much below those from un- 
broken homes. Those who took part In Ht' 
erary societies and foreign language vjhms 
were better students. The poor students 
have trouble with their daily schedules. 

FINANCE: The students who wore In 
the top two-tenths In college academic 
rank were those whose financial position 
was relatives good. Apparently it is not 
the T tt bet's having money, hut the bov's 
being able to get hold of the money he 
needs which helps in this area. 

FAMILY AND HOME: Those who re- 
ported that their parents were moderately 
interested In their attain? were the beUer- 
adjusted group. Also, boys with younger 
mother* ages S9 to 42 did better. Another 
curious Indication of good home adjustment 
is a liking for the subject of English. 

RELIGION: Those showing the strong- 
est "religious attitude," Included the men 
who scored in the three highest tenths in 
college scholarship. 

MORALS AND DISCIPLINE: Once more 
tlje, advantage of picking young parents was 
shown, and again this stnVnge correlation 
wjth interest In BtiflWh! Scholastic awards 
went to the students of high moral ntfttid- 
trfrf; toot students who merely declared it 
was their ambition to become honor stu- 
dents were scored relatively tow in morals.

It 
is thought that the question of 
communicable diseases frotn 
animal to man was also given 
consideration in the deferment. 
God "Shortsighted" Policy 

Shortly after the first world 
war many rumors reached Am- 
erica that in Russia there was 
a very serious outbreak not only 
of animal diseases but In hu- 
man beings as well because of 
diseases contracted from* ani- 
mals. This shortsighted policy 
In regard to veterinarians and 
veterinary education is said to 
have caused serious distress and 
mmy animal and human deaths 
in Russia. 

"Because of the almost total 
absence of animal diseases In 
this country, people do not real- 
ize how the veterinarian is con- 
stantly on watch to maintain 
this desirable situation," said 
Dean Dykstra. In America tu- 
berculosis of cattle as well as 
many other animal and human 
diseases has virtually disappear- 
ed but It is not impossible that 
they may gatn the upper hand 
if the .service of practitioners 
and students of veterinary med- 
icine Is removed, he stated.

for loans from the 
Fund are Juniors and 
seniors who have been resident 
students at Kansas State for at 
least one semester. Occasional- 
ly, however, small emergency 
loans of 950. or less are made 
to freshmen and sophomores, 
but these must be repaid by 
mid-semester. For the longer 
time loans to upperclassmen a 
maximum of 9250. is allowed. 

Beginning with the date he 
receives a loan, the student pays 
6 per cent interest until one 
year after graduation when the 
loan is due. If he must ask for 
an extension of time, the in- 
terest Is raised to 8 per cent. An 
endorser Is required to sign 
with every student who receives 
more than 915. 

As with the government aid. 
the loan association requires a 
C average to establish scholastic 
ability. 

Besides the general fund, 
there ars smaller loans avail- 
able from women's clubs and 
other organizations of the kind. 

According to Miss Inez V. Ek- 
dahl, secretary to Mr. Ford, ap- 
plications for assistance de- 
creased first semester but, a 
considerable increase la expect- 
ed next semester when many 
NYA Jobs will terminate.

Now, writes Mr. White, "we 
are standing on the threshold of 
a new day; We are about to see 
a social, econmoic and political 
miracle. And let us pray to all the 
gods at once that It will come 
gently and not with revolution, 
catastrophe and debacle." 

Although his ultimate faith In 
Kansas appears to be unshaken. 
Mr. White writes. "I am dread- 
fully afraid as we enter this un- 
folding fifth decade of the cen- 
tury , . . the young Kansans 
may say at the end of the next 
decade: I have seen the devil 
pass down this road. I hava also

U.S. Defense Progrc 
Cuts in on Education 

The recent slash In NYA funds 
brought home to mora than the 44 students 
who will lose their jobs the major impor- 
tance of this government agency on our 
campus. A recent survey showed that near- 
ly one- half of Kansas State students are 
partly or wholly self-supporting, the NYA 
is being responsible for more employment 
than any other single medium, 

It is a tribute to education that for 
its sake students will make the sacri- 
fices which jobs combined with school- 
ing entail. It is a credit to the national 
government that It has helped to make 
education possible for hundreds of 
young men and women through Its 
National Youth Administration. It is 
unfortunate, indeed, that a huge cut In 
funds for this purpose is deemed neces- 
sary by those in authority. 
It Is not known why the cut was made. 
Presumably national defense has cut in fi- 
nancially on other federal fields, and the 
NYA is one of those affected.. It Is diffi- 
cult to see that money can be more prof- 
itably spent for guns and bullets than for 
the training of the minds of young Ameri- 
cans. '. 

America's first line of defense should be 
a youth schooled in the problems of the 
wot Id— political, social and economic. The 
curtailment of NYA funds will undoubtedly 
affect college enrolments, and the goal will 
be one step farther away. 

It Is ear belief that sach action will 
rlo Infinitely more harm than good to 
Hie national defense program. By forc- 
ing a number of students Who are In- 
terested enough In getting an educa- 
tion to work for It to give up that plan, 
the government is seriously jeopardlt- 
Ing educational Institution* In this 
country and the quality of the youth 
iv 1 1 ifh these ins tit ut ions turn out. 
In Europe the choice Is between "guns 
or butter"; in America It is "guns or edu- 
cation." The way we see it, the guns lose 
every time.

College officials in attempts to solve the 
problem have finally hit upon a solution 
which may cause some of the clamor to 
lessen. 

Contracts have been made with ra- 
dio station W I BW to carry the play- 
by-play accounts of all of Kansas 
st tile's home games this season begin- 
ning with the Washburn college con- 
test December 1*. The station will 
have a veteran announcer on hand to 
describe the play in six games. Those 
persons who have not been able to see 
the game may hear the complete ac- 
count and won't have to watt for the 
story in the morning paper. 
These broadcasts mark the first time 
that an outside station has contracted to 
carry the games. KSAC failed to make a 
success of the Idea when It tried several 
years ago. 

Whether the series will be popular this 
year remains to be seen. While it does not 
help more persons see the games, it should 
certainly help to relieve the pressure until 
that time comes when Kansas State will 
get a shiny new field house to replace the 
"Crackerbox." — K.E.

War Imposes Responsibilities 

By Pres. F, D. Farrell 
After an anxious period of twenty-Beven months fol- 
lowing the German invasion of Poland, the question 
whether this country would be drawn into the world con- 
flict has been answered. The fact that it has been answered 
affirmatively imposes on each of us certain definite re- 
quirements. 

One requirement is that we recognize that our country 
is now engaged in a titanic itruggle to preserve its ideals, 
its institutions and itB way dl life. These are so important 
that nothing else would matter much if they were lost. 
Every American can contribute in' some degree to the win- 
ning of a decisive victory in this struggle. 

Another requirement is that each of us remain as calm as 
possible so as to avoid saying or doing things that would 
increase confusion or Incite disorder. 

A third requirement is that each of us do his work as 
well as he can from day to day, knowing that in this way 
he can make a significant contribution to national welfare. 
In no previous war in the world's history has the signifi- 
cance of trained ability been so great. By doing their col- 
lege work well, students are Increasing their value to their 
country and to tfl cause. 

A fourth requirement is that each of us preserve a Bense 
of humor and bo save himself from extremes of thought or 
action and from self-pity. 

Every one of the values for which our country is now 
fighting was gained through struggle, discipline and de- 
votion. These values now can be preserved only by the ex- 
ercise of these forces.

23 years and one month after sign- 
ing an armistice the United States is at 
war. 

We didn't want war. We, who grew up In 
the shadow of the last great conflict, fought 
against it bitterly. We learned in our his- 
tory books about wars that were fought 
for brave-sou n diug phrases invented by 
munitions-makers and were not to be 
duped. 

Somebody along somewhere convinced 
uh that If nobody wanted war there 
wouldn't be any war. This time we were 
going to save the world for democracy by 
reading textbooks and arguing politics. We 
weren't going to have our happy, matter- 
of-fact lives spoiled by air-raids and food 
shortages. 

But somewhere along the line we mis- 
calculated. We forgot that after you had 
turned both cheeks there wasn't much left 
to do but hit back. 

We had never known that queer feeling 
that comes on reading about bombs falling 
where the neighbor boy is stationed. 

Wei underestimated the power of that 
lump*that comes in our throat when the 
band "plays the Star Spangled Banner. 

Those history books forgot to tell us 
about, that. 

Not that the books were wrong. We know 
about* the underlying economic and polit- 
ical causes of the whole affair. We know 
that 'our country has made some bad 
move! and is not wholly free from guilt in* 
the maneuver! ngs which led to yesterday's 
declaration of wax. 

Somehow that doesn't seem so impor- 
tant now. What we know now is that the 
United States is at war. and that war, to 
be won, mast be won by 130,000,000

Kansas State Has 
Labor Troubles 

Kansas State had a labor crisis. Tt came 
and went before most Btudents and faculty 
had a chance to know and understand the 
facts. The threatened strike of Janitors 
working for the Building and Repair may 
not be significant in a nation unsettled on 
all sides by labor problems, but it Is sig- 
nificant as a complaint against the low 
wage scale of campus employees as a 
whole. 

Two weeks ago the janitors signed a pe- 
tit ion ■ asking for an increase in the wage 
scale, MM agreed further to strike Tor their 
cause Jif that was necessary. The petition 
waB presented to President Farrell by G. R. 
Pnuttfjg, maintenance superintendent, and 
to the* surprise of the petitioners was fa- 
vorably accepted. The president appointed 
n coii^ittee to report December 20 on the 
wage situation of the campus as a whole. 
If a change la recommended It will go into 
effect Dan uar v 1. 

Any wage Investigation 
by the cam pits must Include t 
school, since, when In 1032, 
arlcs nf the entire College personnel 
were cut, a board was set n» to sii|»er>

The Importance of the step Is not just 
that the greatly underpaid janitorial force 
may benefit in wages, but that attention is 
being called to the low salaries of every 
member of the College personnel. If Kan- 
sas State is to continue to hold up her head 
in Kansas, to say nothing of national edu- 
cational circle*, her staff must not be fur- 
ther depleted than It has been in the last 
several years. Some of the moat outstand- 
ing professors on the campus have resigned 
to accent better paying poaitions at other 
schools. Further, the person r*el left to 
carry on suffers from overwork, lack of 
adequate assistance, and other evidence of 
too low wages. Indeed, only one-sixth of 
the money allotted the College by the state 
goes for resident instruction. 

That this is a pressing problem has been 
a d parent to campus executive* for some 
time, but they have been able to do little 
to alleviate the difficulty. Let's hope that 
that this threatened strike of the K -State 
Janitors may stir up the necessary interest 
In the

The conquest of Chi- 
na is her big dream, although 
admittedly still far from reali- 
zation after four years of cost- 
ly war. Japan has not given up 
this main objective and does not 
intend to. give it up. China's 
teeming millions and great re- 
sources, once under Japanese 
control, would be Heaven's re- 
ward to the imperial, industrial, 
feudalists emptrt of the Hising 
Sun. 

No FHends Left 

Because of her notorious cov- 
enant-breaking, especially since 
mi, Japan today does not have 
left a single sincere friend 
among the powers of Asia, Set- 
ting an example later followed 
by Qermany. Japan violated one 
international commitment after 
another, until her relations with 
foreign powers were in an irre- 
parable state. She violated her 
Nine -Power Treaty obligation, 
the covenant of the League of 
Nations <the first to break 
ranks) , the Kellogg-Brland 
pact, Naval Limitations, and 
solemn obligations in treaties 
with China. Without warning 
she pounced upon Manchuria in 
1931: and without warning, the 
China 
1937. 

As the war in China did not 
succeed she could not afford to 
be without friends if they could 
be found. She was determined 
that the China, war should be 
brought to a successful conclu- 
sion. Indecision could have 
dragged on had not the war in 
Europe eventually had Its ef- 
fect. Japan joined the Axis, and 
the United States Lease-Lend 
Aid developed, and the United 
States instituted an economic 
pressure upon Japan that prov- 
ed a big blow. Oil, gasoline and 
scrap iron and other materials 
were shut off. The British and 
Dutch followed suit. Then Brit- 
ish and American aid started 
flowing over Burma Road. 
Java Flanked By Enemies 

If Japan attempted to go and 
seise materials in the 
she would find herself 
fey Hong Kong on the one side 
and Manila on the other. And 
there was little chance for Jap- 
an's axis partners to aid her 
very much. So it seems, fast 
near Log the end of her tether 
she decided to break loose. She 
resorted to measures by which 
she aimed in the direction of 
salvaging the China Incident. 
She resorted to the expedient 
of changing her cabinet officials 
a half dozen times In the past 
two or three years, but each 
cabinet was unable to pull the 
reluctant rabbit out of the im- 
perial hat. Finally a group gain- 
ed power which acted. 

Whether Premier To jo's cab- 
inet have a hara-kiri complex 
and will carry It out on cabinet 
and empire, remain matters 
for speculation, or th« future. 
But it Is possible that the Jap- 
* a ray

KSC Students from Battle Zones Are 'Worried' 



No Change Announced Yet in Status 
Of College Men; Congress Debates 
Legislation for Their Reclassification 

"Sit tight" was the advice which wag given to approxi- 
mately 1,000 draft-worried students in a special meeting 
yesterday in the College Auditorium. The meeting was 
called for all students in College who have registered for 
military service under the selective service act. 

The studentB gathered to 
fill out information cards to 
be turned over to the na- 
tional selective service com- 
mittee for a study of the 
status of registered college 
students. The cards had been 
sent out to the college 
boards from a week to 10 
days before this country de- 
clared war upon Japan Mon- 
day. 

No Change Yet 

"I don't know of any change 
as yet in the status of college 
students," said Prof. C. H. Scholer, 
chairman of the College selective 
service committee, to the assembl- 
ed students yesterday. He explain- 
ed that the questionnaire had no 
i elation as far as he knew to the 
war conditions or to immed- 
iate changes in the draft laws. 

The information gained from 
these students will be used in a 
study which may lead to new clas- 
sifications for college students. 
Before the Japanese attack, a bill 
was before the Senate that would 
embody special legislation for the 
students. 

Be Careful What You Do 

"The best thing for you students 
to do is to work as if there had 
been no war decrar.d." advised Mr. 
Scholer. "There has bean no 
ehange in the draft laws as M, 
so there ahauld be no need to 
make a move for which you will 
be sorry. You should continue your 
education and do what your su- 
periors tell you to do, when they 
tell you to do lt and not before." 
he emphasised. "It is not unpa- 
triotic to wait, and by staying 
In school the government will 
know where to find you when lt 
needs your help." 

Mr. Scholer said thai he had 
no knowledge as to when the next 
registration for new 21-year-olds 
would be.

Quota To Be ! 

Brig. Gen. Louis B. Hcrshey, 
national selective s:rvice director, 
has said that state Induction quo- 
tas would be doubled or even tripl- 
ed for January because of the war. 
The scheduled quota for the Jan- 
uary before the Japanese attack 
was 99,000 men. 

However this Increase will not 
materially affect college students 
who will remain under the pres- 
ent sel.ctlve service laws. A clause 
has been In effect this year that 
a student who Is called for military 
duty during a semester may have 
that duty postponed until the end 
of the semester at the option of 
the local draft board. Mr. Scho- 
ler Indicated that most local 
boards have been rather lenient

President Roosevelt proclaimed on No- j 
vember 28 acting on a resolution by Con- 
gress, that December 15 shall be "Bill of 
Rights day." Monday will mark the 150th; 
anniversary of the appending to the Con- J 
stitutlon of the first 10 amendments known | 
as the "Bill of RightB." 

Our political and social beliefs revolve 
around the single thought that the Indi- 
vidual is sacred — not to be the slave of gov- 
ernments, social organizations, monarchs, 
dictatots who may dilute bis rights at will. 

When the first 10 amendments were 
ratified by the last of the states on Decem- 
ber 15, 1791, It was not a new expression ; 
of the people. The entire colonial history 
of the people of this country before the 
birth of the United States was filled with 
declarations of rights. The right of religi- 
ous freedom was the reason behind the 
colonization of the North American conti- 
nent by our English and French ancestors. 

This Bill of Rights was not new. It was 
what most people understood as their fun- 
damental rights with the belief that these 
rights could never permanently be taken 
from them. Before the Constitution was 
approved, assurance was demanded by the 
new states that, the Bill of Rights be added. 
Thus the amendments were understood to 
be a part of tbe Constitution even before 
they were ratified. Most of the newspapers 
at this time did not even carry a notice of 
the ratification. 

What are those right*! They lire 
freedom of religion, speech and pren* 
and the right of assembly and petition; 
the right to bear arms; security of the 
home against the military In time of 
pence; security of home against search 
and seizure; rights of freedom from 
danger to liberty and property with- 
out due process of law; the right of 
speedy and public trial; the right of 
jury trial; no excessive hall required 
nor cruel and unpleasant punishments 
administered; the fundamental rights 
of the Individual as embodied In (lie 
Constitution; and the rights reserved 
to the states, not delegated to the 
I' nlted States. 

These are the rights which Americans 
hold as their symbol of freedom. But these 
are the rights with which most Americans 
are not well enough acquainted. 

The presidential proclamation came at 
a time when a new emphasis can be placed 
on the Bill of Rights. The 160th anniver- 
sary comes one week after the United 
States has entered a war In defense of 
those rights. 

The dictator nations fear this Bill of 
Rights and much of their effort will be di- 
rected to make us Americans to forget 
them. That must not happen. These amend* 
roents must be read and remembered care- 
fully if we are to exist. — K.E.

Some records are held by former K-Btate cagemen, too. Frank 
Oroves, Wildcat center In 1931, holds the conference record for 
the highest average number of field goals per game. 6.4. This 
average is Just one-tenth of a point above the record made by 
Howard Engleman. K. U.'s high-scoring forward last year. 

Groves and Engleman switched places for the highest scoring 
average for a season. Engleman scored 16.5 points per game in 
1941, and Groves scored 15.4 per game during his last year at 
K-State. 

K-State has also made another basketball record. In 1934 they 
took the worst beating of any team since the Big Six circuit was 
organized when Oklahoma scored 68 points against them. They 
won a Big Six championship, either.

The College administration decided to give credit to seniors who 
enlisted.

Think Straight 

The time lias come — for all college stu- 
dents to demonstrate more actively tban 
ever the value of their education and train- 
ing! 

One of the principal aim a of education 
il an informed, unemotional, reasoning 
method of thinking. In this period of 'war 
when many perspectives 1 are clouded by 
hysteria, imagination, and fear; the col- 
lege student can exemplify this principle 
of his education and training. He can 
maintain a calm, far-sighted and Inquiring 
attitude toward tbe crucial trend of affairs 
of his country at war. 

This is not a time fo rexcesslve worry. 
Certainly it is a time for concern!' The 
difference is simply the difference between 
thinking and not thinking. Worry Ib largely 
emotional and may lead to rash and foolish 
action. Un constructive, it accomplishes no- 
thing. To be concerned, however, is to be 
thoughtful, Inquiring, ami to take logical, 
sane action. 

Pres. F. D. Farrell has pointed out 
(lie requirement that "each of us do his 
work as well as he can from day to 
day that each of us remain as calm as 
possible so as to avoid saying or doing 
things that would Increase confusion 
or incite disorder." He has shown the 
need of a sense of humor to save the 
student from extremes of thought or 
actlnn«%nd from self-pity. A worried, 
morbid person does not think clearly 
or assume responsibility easily. 
Prof. C. H. Scholer, chairman of the Col- 
lege selective service committee, has clear- 
ly defined the status of draft-age studeuU 
In Kansas State College. He explains that 
there has been no change in the draft laws 
as yet. Congress at the present time is dis- 
cussing "plans of expanding the selective 
service age limits from 21-28 years to 
18-45 years. He recommends that draft- 
age students continue with their education. 
Although there will be a probable reclassi- 
fication of students already registered un- 
der the previous draft laws, Professor 
Scholer Indicated that there probably 
would not be any increase of collegians 
drafted because there are enough men reg- 
istered at the present time to meet the im- 
mediate needs of the army. 

What the ultimate extent of this war 
will be, no one can definitely aneer- 
t ii in. But trained meti will he needed 
both at the front and at home regard- 
less. England today Is recognizing the 
mistake of depleting her schools of 
Mtudentti. it Ik the obligation of Kaunas 
state Collet:** studentM and all college 
student* to recognise their daty to 
make the most of rJwlr education and 
training now In preparedness for the 
time that their services are needed liy 
their government! 

This is tbe time for Kansas State stu- 
dents to sit tight — to think straight — and 
to prepare themselves for the future needs 
of their country!— D.S. 



Americanism 
Meets a Test 



Last Monday when the United States 
Congress voted to declare war on Japan, 
only one dissenting ballot was caBt. This 
was tbe ballot of Hep. Jeannette Rankin of 
Montana, who voted Bimllarly in the last 
war. 

Immediately there went up a how) of 
protest; citizens of Montana petitioned the 
woman representative to save the honor of 
the state by changing her vote; slanderous 
remarks were directed at her from all cor- 
ners of the nation. 

But somehow, we admire Miss Ran* 
kin, even though we think she's om the 
wrong track. II took plenty of stamina 
to fare a nation fall of people who 
were arguing on the other side. It took 
■erve to keep from joining the parade 
for the sake of an Meal that could 
never be realised. 

That she was severely chastized for her 
act is a danger signal. Americans are fight- 
ing for the very privilege of this woman to 
Stand up for what she thinks is right. There 
is no clause in the Bill of Rights specifying 
hat freedom of speech shall be given only 
o the majority party. It ie guaranteed to 
everyone — white, black, rich, poor, Repub- 
ican, Democrat, militarist, pacifist. 
Today in the Student Forum column 
of The Collegian a student pacifist de- 
fends his views on the present situa- 
tion. Few of us can agree with him— 
yet he has every right under the Con- 
stitution of the United States to believe 



as he does and express his views. 
As long as people are free to disagree 
with the policies of the government, we 
can be reasonably sure that that govern - 
Is a good one. It is when there Is 
only one square on the ballot that we must 
start worrying— and worrying hard. Let us 
be cautious lest, we lose what we are fight- 
ing for in the process of winning It.

If you have even wondered if your 
state has outstanding authors, poets, 
and other artists and who they are you 
can find out in the Kansas Magazine 
because its articles, stories, poems, and 
pictures are contributions of Kansans, 
or out-of-state people who write about 
Kansas. • 
William Allen White, distinguished edi- 
tor of the Emporia Gazet,te opens the cur- 
rent issue with his article, "KansaB on the 
Move." Avis Carlson, well-known writer. 1b 
the author of the timely article, "Defense 
Boom In Wichita" which is also in the cur- 
rent isue. There Is nothing old-fashioned 
about this mtgasine, its cover paoeiuwa a 
pretty girl Margret Graver of Wichita who 
is pictured because she is as outstanding 
craftsman in jewels asad precious metals. 
The magazine relies entirely upon 
its circulation to finance It. Any profit 
made is used to expand the magazine. 
It was first published in 1872, and 
again from 1886 to 1888. It was revived 
in 1910 when some prominent Kan- 
sans published it on a monthly basis in 
Wichita. This only lasted three years 
and it was not until 23 years later that 
It appeared again on an annual basis. 
Starting in the midst of the 1933 de- 
pression with a circulation of 1060, it 
has increased to about 3600. 
The magazine 1b published by the Kan- 
sas State College press and its staff is 
made up of faculty members of Kansas 
State College; however, it 1b not a col- 
ly ver faithful to its Btate, the Kansas 
lege publication. 

Magazine's progress can even be expressed 
by the state motto, "To the stars through 
difficulty." The Kansas Magazine is on its 
way and every Kansan should help keep 
this valuable record of the life and history 
of our state a lasting institution.— M.J. W,

Because ol the 
war status our nation, is in, the 
government has Issued orders 
banning all amateur radio 
broadcasting indefinitely. 

"They cut off my contact 
with home," romplained Gene 
Swaflord. Port Scott, a sopho- 
more in the Department of 
Electrical Engineering, when 
he learned of the government s 
proclamation. 'My father has a 
station in Port Scott and we 
had a special period of conver- 
sation each week. Now I'm go- 
ing to have to spend money on 
stamps for letters to home." 
Back When War Ends 

When asked at what time he 
thought the government would 
lift the barrier on broadcasting. 
Swafford said, "I think the gov- 
ernment will let the amateurs 
back on the air after the war is 
over. There are two reasons why 
I believe this. First, the ama- 
teur radio has proved to be a 
good training ground for fu- 
ture ground for future mem- 
bers of the United States Sig- 
nal Corps. Second, in time of 
emergencies, such as the Ohio 
valley flood or 1937 and the 
Texas ice storms last year, the 
'hams' have maintained com- 
munications between isolated 
towns."

Dear Editor: 

A fair criticism was made In 
this column last week. A state- 
ment is worthless if H Is not 
backed up by a personality. How- 
ever, it Is certainly easier to take 
your stand under your own col- 
ors If your ideas are as popular as 
the belief in war seems to be to- 
day, than if you belong to a 
small minority which is looked 
down upon. 

In order to satisfy our critic's 
requirements. I shall introduce 
myself. I am a refugee student 
from Germany, who came La this 
country two years ago. because I 
did not believe In the military sys- 
tem in Germany nor anywhere 
else. I do not know what reasons 
the young lady who was men- 
tioned 'in last week's article, based 
her convictions on, but 1 do agree 
with her in one thing: I. too. am 
to war. I have all reag 
to dislike Hitler and every- 
In his gang, for they have 
not only my family life, 
but also the honor and reputation 
of my country. As important as 
it might seem to defeat Hitter, a 
mare Important job it to defeat 
the misconception that Interna- 
tional problems can be solved by 
force. A defeat of Hitler by means 



of force is only going to cause 
new hatred, new feelings of re- 
venge and. eventually, a new 
Hitler, as much as the defeat of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II caused the 
present Hitler. 

Analogies work only to a small 
extent, thus I prefer to answer 
on the analogy of the pepper 
thrower with the real thing. There 
is absolutely no use In "fighting 
back." This Is only going to cause 
the other fellow, the other party, 
the other country or whatever It 
is. to take the first chance to 
reply with even more drastic 
means, which will have the same 
effect on your action. Thus things 
turn into a continuous process of 
stronger and more extensive arm- 
ament, which no defeat and no 
peace treaty will be able to stop 
permanently. Instead, let us take 
a lesson from history, which 
showed us that defeat of a dicta- 
tor or a .tyrant causes a new dic- 
tatorship, which grows out of 
those who first fought against the

This week, as the Hitler War 
approached Its third Christmas 
since September 1939, the ami- 
Hitler forces began to put to- 
gether a real pattern of victory. 
This week, for the first time 
since 1B33, all the news that 
Adolf Hitler heard was bad. 

Worst news of ail came from 
Russia — the country which in 
1812 broke Napoleon and which 
last week was making a fair 
start on breaking Hitler, m 
early December, Hitler's armies 
approached to within 19 miles 
of Moscow: yesterday, those 
same armies were B0 to 150 
miles away and were still re- 
treating. Of Hitler's boasted 
conquests, Rostov and Kalinin 
were gone. Taganrog and Tula 
were tolng. The siege of Lenin- 
grad was in great part tended 
some days ago; as the Nazi 
rout continued, Germany yes- 
terday announced that Hitler, 
like Napoleon before him, has 
found Russia "Inexhaustible." 
Bad News From Libya 

Hitler's news from Libya this 
week was thoroughly bad. Al- 
ter replacing fumbling General 
Cunningham with a newcomer. 
General Nlel Ritchie, British 
troops yesterday were plunging 
west from Tobruk towards Der- 
na and Bengasi in an effort to 
trap fleeing Axis armies. 

And Hitler's news from the 
Pacific was scarcely good. Af- 
ter the first swift surprise suc- 
cesses—the sinking of the Ari- 
zona, the Repulse, and the 
Prince of Wales, and the cap- 
ture of Guam and Malayan 
Kota Bahru— the Japanese war 



this week settled down into a 
slugging match. Held to three 
minor harbors in the Philip- 
pines, balked for the time be- 
ing at Hong Kong, the Japan- 
ese yesterday were making slow 
progress through northern 
Malaya towards Singapore. 
Biggest Japanese success of the 
week was a substantial landing 
in British Sarawak on the oil- 
rich Island of Borneo. 
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S. Cleans House 

Nor was Hitler's news from 
only unattacked enemy 
peasant to hear. For this week 
tke United States was settling 
down to the business of war. Its 
first defeat already suffered, its 
first victories already begun, 
the United states this week 
started with a clean slate by re- 
moving from their commands 
the army, navy and air force 
heads whose negligence made 
Possible the surprise attack on 
Pearl Harbor. 

This out of the way, the Unit- 
ed States got ready Tor a long 
war. Made law yesterday was a 
110.177 .000.000 army navy bill 
which brought the total cost of 
the war to date up to 70 billion 
dWlars. Draft legislation setting 
up age limits of 19 to 44 was 
under consideration, although 
toe House demanded a lower 
Hjnlt of 21. The American press 
received Byron Price as its first 
official censor, and American 
civilians were denied new rub- 
ber tires and long-range weath- 
er forecasts "for the duration."

Oerald Tucker, much publi- 
cized W infield high school ath- 
lete of two years ago and much 
sought after by cage mentors 
In this section, was ruled Ineli- 
gible only for the rest of the 
present semester yesterday af- 
ter several days of uncertainty. 
He was at first declared ineli- 
gible for further conference 
competition. 

Before the Sooner athlete 
can continue In competition 
next semester, however, it will 
be necessary for officials of the 
Oklahoma school to obtain per- 
mission from officials at Kansas 
State for Tucker to enter con- 
ference play. 

Tucker, it will be remember- 
ed, made the headlines of mid- 
western sports pages a little 
over a year ago when he left the 
Kansas State College campus 
after seven weeks of residence 
to attend the University of Ok- 
lahoma. This year, lie entered 
intercollegiate competition with 
the Sooner team. 
Bombshell Bursts 

Then last week, a bombshell 
burst In Big Six circles when 
the eligibility committee, at the 
instigation of an unnamed offi- 
cial from an unnamed member 
college, declared Tucker ineli- 
gible according to Article 4, 
paragraph 1 and 2 of the rules 
of eonfer- 



athletes. This section 
states that no student may be 
permitted to participate until 
one calendar year has elapsed 
since the time of his matricula- 
tion. During this time, he must 
have completed two full semes- 
ters at the institution. 

There was also some question 
as to Tucker's eligibility In re- 
gard to Article 11, dealing with 
migrant athletes. Under this 
rule, an athlete must announce 
his intentions to transfer to of- 
ficials of the institution in 
which he Intends to enroll stat- 
ing his reasons for the transfer. 
Then these officials must cor- 
respond with officials of the 
student's former school to de- 
termine their validity. Appar- 
ently no such correspondence 
had taken place between Kan- 
sas State College and the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma, though 
thlr. oversight automatically 
made Tucker Ineligible for par- 
ticipation in conference games. 
May Play Neat Semester 

Yesterday. the conference 
faculty committee, to which the 
Tucker case was appealed, rul- 
ed that Tucker is ineligible un- 
der Article 4 until January 30. 
when he will have completed 
two full semesters in residence 
at Norman.

Th- Department of Student 
Health inspects all rooms in thr 
spring or in the fall. If this de- 
partment decides any rooming 
house is a fire hazard they will 
Inform the housing authorities 
who will hav; the fire chief in- 
spect the rooms and make the 
final decision as to their -safety. 

Although many partitions are 
constructed of paper mat ml. they 
may not be dangerous, according 
to Doctor Holtz. He added that 
there are always mor; rooms than 
students to fill them so that in 
case seme are asked to move, there 
will b; oilier places available. 
No Bate Set 

No definite date has been set 
for the Inspection of rooming 
houses by the Student Health de- 
partment so there will be no Im- 
mediate reports made by them 
concerning the safety of the 
rooms. Reports of houses not up 
to par are gotten through students 
and various other means Doctor 
Holtz said, so there may be some

Prof. C. H. Scholer. head of the 
College selective ssrvice commit- 
tee, could not tell what plans 
would be made for students to 
register at the College, since the 
announcement of the date set was 
made only yesterday. He expected 
word within a few days. 

In the first selective service reg- 
istration on October 16. 1940 1,074 
students went into Recreation 
Center to sign cards which were 
sent to county draft boards. 

The President's proclamation 
fixed the date only for those men 
between the agis of 20 and 44 and 
eligible for military service who 
have not registered. It made no 
mention of the men from 45 to 44 
who are required to register by the 
new selective service legislation.

The case of Gerald Turker. migratory 
Btudent who enrolled at Kanaafi State for 
seven weeks before going to the University 
of Oklahoma campus, closed yesterday, one 
year late. 

Tucker was 
caught in the maze of diplomatic relations 
between Big Six conference schools, and 
found himself in conditions which almost 
brought about his downfall as an athlete. 

They were made to 
assist in governing athletic relation- 
ships between the schools of the 
league. And there Is no doubt that the 
u Hie In I » of the I'nlverHity of Oklahoma 
were guilty of nn Infringement of 
those rules. The correct time to have 
made the complaint, however, would 
have been last year, when Tucker first 
left Kunsas State. 

Tucker is a great basketball player; 
during the first five games of the season, 
.he has made 77 points. As the leading Okla- 
homa scorer, he has made an otherwise 
ordinary team Into championship material. 
The attempt to have him barred from com- 
petition was a deliberate attempt to sabo- 
tage any championship aspirations the 
Oklahomans have. 

Article 11 in the rule book states 
clearly the requirements for any ath- 
lete's migration from one campus to 
■another. The elgibility committee 
,knew, or should have known, about the 
law, at the time Tucker left Manhat- 
tan, and their procrastination In act- 
ing on thin rule was almost fatal to 
vthe career of one of the conference's 
'best basketball players. 
iNow, the only obstacle which bars Tuck- 
ers entrance into Big Six competition next 
semester is the reoulred permission which 
mjist he granted. However, this should be 
only a formality. — J.J.

One thing surely will do yourself no 
good— and your country no good.

Tire Rationing A Necessary 
War -Time Measure for U. S.

Americans are getting their 
first taste of rationing as re- 
strictions are placed on the 
purchase of new automobile 
tires and tubes. The question 
naturally arises as to Its neces- 
sity. The necessity Is based on 
the hard facts which confront 
this nation. Rubber Is an es- 
sential war material. Most of 
the rubber used In this country 
comes from foreign sources. The 
supplies on hand and which 
may become available within 
the near future may prove in- 
adequate for »U .needs. Conse- 
quently, it becomes necessary to 
conserve supplies so that they 
will be used for the most im- 



Hlt/h Prices Curbed 

. If rationing were not impos- 
ed, dependence would have to 
be placed upon price as a con- 
trol. If prices were permitted to 
serve as a control on the uses 
of rubber and supplies ot rub- 
ber were Inadequate for all 
needs, prices would rise abrupt- 
ly and rapidly. To obtain needed 
rubber in sufficient quantities 
for the use of our armed forces, 
the government might have to 
outbid all other possible pur- 
chasers The result would be ;x- 
tremely high prices for rubber. 
Even under such conditions the 
government would have no as- 
surance that th? needed rub- 

of 



would be manufactured into 
products that would be unsulted 
to the needs of our armed 
forces. This would result In 
some of the available rubber be- 
ing used for purposes that are 
of secondary Importance in the 
present emergency. 

The. usual American has come 
to look upon his automobile as 
a necessity. He dislikes to be 
without its use. Consequently, 
it permitted to follow his own 
wishes he will purcase the tires 
and tubes needed to keep it op- 
erating satisfactorily even 
though he may have to pay 
much more than the usual 
price. His use of an automobile 
may not be particularly Import- 
ant to the nation as a whole. 
There may be and undoubtedly 



Another difficulty frequently 
arising when a shortage of an 
article in common use appears 
probable Is the tendency to 
hoard it. Hoarding takes many 
forms. Dealers may stock more 
than the usual quantity. In a 
free market this Is good busi- 
ness practice. But when a vital 
.product is concerned, the re- 
sults accentuate the problem by 
tying up supplies in forms that 
are doing little Immediate good. 
Individuals tend to hoard by 
buying before products are 
needed and holding the new 
purchases in reserve until they 
may be needed. This is good 
practice for the individual If a 
free market is to prevail, but in 
an emergency such as the pres- 
ent this practice further com- 
plicates the problem of getting 
the available rubber into the 
most urgent uses. 
It's No Fun 

The only sensible solution In 
such a situation is to impose 
government controls over stocks 
or rubber in all forms and then 
to designate the uses that are 
to be made of the available sup- 
plies according to the relative 
importance of these uses. This 
is rationing. It may be disagree- 
able to some, but it is a neces- 
sary action If this nation is to 
do its part in the present emer- 
gency. The patriotic American 
will welcome such rationing 
when he understands the neces- 
sity for it, and walking a few 
blocks or staying at home rath- 
er than taking a joyrtde may 
become a common way of ex- 
pressing patriotism. It is to be 
expected that the needs of es- 
sential industries, even though 
they may not be directly related 
to the military and naval forces 
of this country, so far as possi- 
ble will be provided with their 
needed supplies on a minimum 
basis. America Is at war and 
wnr-time measures are requir- 
ed If the job Is to be done. Ra- 
tioning is a necessary war-time

Journalism Grad 
Acquitted in Suit 

Paul A. Vohs, Tellurite, Colo,, 
who was graduated from the Col- 
lege Department of Industrial 
Journalism and Printing in 1826, 
recently was acquitted of a charge 
of criminal libel by a dfctrlct 
court Jury which heard charges 
brought against Vohs by the sher- 
iff of San Miguel county, Colo. 

The libel action was the result 
of publication by Vohs' paper, 
The San Miguel County Journal, 
of mileage and other expense 
items collected by the sheriff off 
the county. A similar action also 
brought by the chairman of the 
board of county commissioners 
was dropped before being brought 
to trial. 

Vohs has been called a "modern 
Peter Zenger" by a member of 
the Colorado .University journal- 
Ism staff. In describing the ac- 
tions brought against Vohs. The 
trial of Peter Zenser. editor of 
the New York Journal, in 1734, 
was one of the milestones In es- 
tablishing the principle of free- 
dom of the press in the 
world.

Women are Urged 
To Take Training 
For Defense Jobs 



Women arc being urged to 
train for defense Industry work 
by Prof. W. W. Carlson, head of 
the federal defense training pro- 
gram at Kansas State College. 
Manhattan. 

Short. Intensive, tuition-free 
courses offered In the defense 
training program at Kansas State 
College are engineering drawing, 
material inspection, radio tech- 
nology, cost accounting, chemistry 
of explosives spectroscopy and x- 
ray. 

Defense authorities state that 
because of the war status of the 
country, defense employment will 
Increase and women will be used 
more extensively In Industry pro- 
duction. Women are already being | 
employed In the aircraft Industry. 
According to Office of Production 
Management, 3,000 women are 
being used in defense industries 
With 2G to 30 thousand to be need- 
ed In the near future. These wo- 
men are employed as Inspectors 
or explosives. In- the instrument 
making Industry and in electrical 
supply production, Carlson stated. 

Fees for the defense courses are 
paid by the government with only 
the student's personal expenses to 
be paid by htm. Requirements 
lor enrolment for most courses are 
high school graduation with two 
units of mathematics. 

Radio technology, newest de- 
fense course at the College, will 
open about the first of the year. 
Carlson announced recently, The 
course trains students to operate

Like Britain last year in Europe, 
the United States this year in 
the Pacific is discovering that 
"too little sent too late" is cost- 
ly. It has cost battleships at 
Pearl Harbor: it has cost Guam. 
Wake, and ali ol stoutly -defend - 
ed Luzon except Corregidor and 
the Batan peninsula.

He predicted 
that ir Hitler ever became leader 
of a party -eventually head of 
the Oeroum state— Europe would 
have to either crush him or sub- 
mit to the complete erasing of the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

Also In 1933 he Interpreted the 
conditions that were leading to 
the destruction of Prance eight 
years later. Later in 1930 he wrote 
that Prance was "run down at 
the heels" and In no frame or 
mind to 
many.

During his many years in Cairo. 
Judge Crabites was able to gain 
much knowledge of tlie Suez can- 
al and its vital importance in the 
present war. He has written sev- 
eral books on the Suez canal and 
on the Mediterranean aspects of 
the war.

K-State Graduate Taught 
In Shadows of War

War- blackouts — air raids 
aren't new words for Miss Al- 
thea Keller, resident instructor 
at the Martha Kramer home 
management house, she pointed 
out In a speech to members of 
tile College Social club yester- 
day afternoon in Recreation 
Center. 

This fall she .sailed to the 
United States after living three 
years In Egypt close to the 
/>cene of war constantly in the 
focus or air raids. Miss Keller 
said that the greatest thrill of 
the entire trip back to the Unit- 
ed States was to see the clean, 
peaceful town of Enterprise— 
her home. 

Although invltfd to leave the 
country in 1940 by the Ameri- 
can consul, Miss Keller remain- 
ed in Egypt until July 27. 1041 
and left of her own volition, 
Boftked On Zamsam 

She was ready to leave Egypt 
in May. but war relations In 
the Mediterranean sea made a 
voyage from Cairo impossible. 
Her first booking was on the 
ill-fated Zamzam which was 
destroyed in the South Atlan- 
tic In the early part of July 
en -route to Egypt. Miss Keller's 
group was forced to find an- 
other means of leaving the 
country. Due to the scarcity of 
regular passenger ships, many 
M cht *« l «. Kavel Ijy. 

convoy. The passengers had no 
way of knowing when their 
ships would sail, but they had 
to be ready for sailing within 
four hours' notice. 

Finally Mia? Keller obtained 
passage on th? S. S. Kawsar, 
which she found out later was 
sailing under a blackout" for 
the entire voyage of ten weeks. 
The Kawsar was designed to 
accommodate 250 passengers — 
450 made the trip. Miss Keller 
said the trip,' though unevent- 
ful., was enjoyable because of 
the superior group of people 
who made It. Among the pas- 
sengers were the Belgian minis- 
ter to Yugoslavia and his fam- 
ily and the wife of the Belgian 
minister to England and her 
two daughters. 

Miss Keller .said that In the 
spring of 1B40 she became di- 
rectly affected by the war. It 
was then that the American 
consul suggested she sail home. 
She visited in Cairo during the 



summer and spent a part of 
nearly every night in an air 
raid shelter. Each night before 
going to bed. people in the 
northern titles of Egypt put 
beside their beds a blanket, pil- 
low, flashlight and book. When 
air raid warnings sound, they 
conserve time and keep down 
excltment by being prepared. 
A Familiar Whistle 

"Incidentally," Miss Keller 
remarked, "the streamline .train 
which goes through Manhattan 
every night has a whistle which 
sounds similar to the ait raid 
signal. And It's noi, exactly a 
pleasant reminder," 

Miss Keller went to Egypt 
three years ago to U 
economics In a girls' 
Asslut, an Egyptian city with a 
population of 80.000. She and 
two other Kansas women made 
the trip together. One of them 
returned this fall; the other re- 
mained in Egypt. 

Throughout their school

a definite caste sys- 
tem prevails. The girls In the 
Khayatt school are of the ' em- 
middle class," Their mar- 
depending upon family 
are arranged by the 
head of the family and the 
sehool head. Many times the 
bride and groom do not meet 
until the wedding day. When 
girls and boys meet on the 
street, the girls lowers their 
heads so that they can not, see 
the young men. 

In describing a Coptic wed - 
ding. Miss Keller said that the 
bride and groom are both for- 
mally dressed, much as is done 
m America. The groom, how- 
ever, wears a bright red hat into 
the church: he also wears large 
white gloves. Preceding the 
bride and groom are the pat- 
riarch and several priests, wear- 
ing robes ranging from black 
to very ornate ones in ac- 
cordance with the cost of the 
wedding. 

Choir boys m lung white 
robes and red velvet hats are 
led by a blind choir mastsr. 
Their chanting closely resembles 
screaming. The scripture is read 
In the ancient Coptic language, 
but the rest of the service is 
conducted in the native Arabic 
tongue.

Her attendants 
fan her with a feather fan dur- 
ing the entire ceremony. The 
preacher climaxes the service 
by placing a gold cro«m on the 
heads of the bride and groom 
and then pushes their heads to- 
gether, to which they both re- 
sist. 

Women's Flace Is At Home 

The Egyptian people do not 
promote family life. Instead the 
husband spends his evenings in 
cafes, and his wire stays within 
her home until she has her first 
child. 

Average homes in Egypt have 
no plumbing, no lighting and 
no central heating. They buy 
water from the street, American 
costumes have been adopted in 
the cities, but the people in the

From the Sports Editor 




In the light of the recent national agitation for an Increased 
program of physical education in the colleges and universities 
of the country. The action of Kansas State officials in curtailing 
the programs of several varsity sports seems a direct refutation 
of this program. 

The real reason behind the elimination or golf and tennis com- 
petition at Kansas State ties in the reduced receipt* during the 
1941 football season. Due to the early season reverses suffered 
by the Wildcat eleven and bad weather during the rest of the 
season, the department of athletics lost * 18.000 on what Is usual- 
ly Its only paying sport. 

According to M. T. 'Mike" Aheam, head of the Department of 
Athletics, this loss of money necessitated a reduction of expenses 
in other varsity sports, since golt and tennis bring in no gate re- 
ceipts, are expensive, and afreet only a limited number of ath- 
letes, they were taken completely off the schedule. 

Othr non-paying sports were curtailed to those meetings al- 
ready contracted and to conference contests. Those sports af- 
fected by this ruling Include baseball, swimming wrestling. 

Because of the small number of athletes involved, Aheam said 
yesterday, the elimination of those sports from the varsity roster 
is not as serious as may seem. 

Cramped facilities make any extension of the present physi- 
cal education and Intramural program at Kansas State a virtual 
Impossibility at present. Aheam .said 

■The gymnasium is already in use from 8 a.m. until 10 p.m.. 
he said, "and classes are already too large to be handled prop- 
erly." 

The difficulty of scheduling a more Intensive program of 
physical education in order to keep It from interfering with the 
required subjects In the students' curriculum is another problem 
which must be Ironed out before the extension can be put Into 
effect. Instructors present another problem, although more 
physical education majors could be drafted Tor this work. 

About the only kind or physical education which could be In- 
cluded in an intensiried program at K -State at the present time 
would be calisthenics. These are among the most arduous of 
exercises and are extremely unpopulor with most people. Then, 
too. they do not constitute a complete program. 

The only possible extension of physical education the college 
will be able to produce until there are greater facilities available 
will probably go into effect next fall when the armory will be 
moved to the new Military Science building. This will enable the 
department to utllhw about 8 hours more for required

One fact that you should consider Is that modern war re- 
quires the services of tens of thousands of persons who have 
completed college training In one or another of a large number 
of technical fields. This is emphasised by the fact that In Great 
Britain where the enemy Moss are only a few miles away the 
enrollment of men In colleges and univrsltles was more than 60 
per cent or normal and the enrollment of women was more than 
80 per cent of normal during the college year 1B40-41 after al- 
most two years of blitzkrieg. 

The director of the national Selective Service System and a 
large number of high governmental officials, both civil and 
military, have urged repeatedly that students who are In college 
should remain until they have finished their college work, ex- 
cept In comparatively few Instances in which indlvduals are 
called to the colors.

True patriotism Involves sacrifice be- j 
yond donation of the time required to sing 
"Any Bends Today," over the nightly beet 
If the people are willing to buy defense 
bonds and stamps in proportion to the fre- 
quency with which they sing and talk 
about It, our chances to win the war are 
materially Increased. 

If they are willing to do without tires 
and aluminum kettles, and the many other 
things to which they have become accuB- 
tomed, but which are not vital necessities, 
then they are patriotic. If they fall to buy 
up all the existing supply of luxuries, to be 
stored in garrets until wanted, they are be- 
ing patriotic. If they join the army, rather 
than shrieking in chorus, "Sam, You Made 
the Pants Too Long," they are being pa- 
triotic. 

If they read newspapers with an analyti- 
cal eye, rather than informing friends that 
we are trouncing the Japs on all fronts, 
then perhaps they have done something 
worth while. Well meant, but false infor- 
mation Is neither helpful nor patriotic. 

Let'B stop singing these quasi-patriotic 
songB, which are neither good music, good 
taste, nor good patriotism, and do some- 
thing constructive. At least until a good 
song comes along.— University Dally Kan- 
san.

One Ot the peculiar pastimes 
of this war Is the practice of 
losing an*outpost of empire dur- 
ing the earlier scuffles in order 
to have the privilege of taking 
it back in a later campaign. 

Past, master of this art is 
Great Britain, which In 1940 
yielded British Somali land to 
Mussolini, only to take it back- 
along with all of Ethiopia and 
all the rest of "Italian" East 
Africa— a year later. And by 
yielding the western fringe of 
Egypt to the Axis -to Mussolini 
in 1940. to Hitler -in 194 1 Great 
Britain set the stage for two 
brilliant conquests of Italian Cy- 
renatea. 

Never Lacked Land to Conquer 

Thanks to this process of pre- 



liminary retreat. Great Britain 
and her allies have never lacked 
more realms to reconquer: Nor- 
way. Belgium. France, Qneee, 
and Crete have been widely ad- 
vertised as places in which the 
AIUjs Intend to avenge an in- 
itial defeat with an ultlmat? vic- 
tory. 

There was a time when this 
policy of saving something to do 
next year was limited to the an- 
ti-Axis powers. Lately, however, 
ev*n Adolf Hltlsr— his armies al- 
ready within hailing distance of 
Orel. Smolensk, and Vyazma on 
the road back to Berlin -has be- 
come convinced that the plan 
has Its merits; he has announ- 
ced that the conquest of Russia 
has b:?n pastooned indefinitely. 

However, this procedure of re- 
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treating first and winning the 
victories later has one supreme 
disadvantage; It tends to make 
things unnecessarily complica- 
ted. For Instance, it's consis- 
tent, though perhaps unavoid- 
able use against Japan 'during 
the past five weeks has turned 
the Pacliic Into a pretty kettU 
of fish, Th3 virtual conquest of 
the Philippines — except for the 
stoutly>defended Batan penin- 
sula --has enabled the Japanese 
to fan out into Borneo and Cel- 
ebes in the oil-rich Netherlands 
East Indies. 

And the continuing Allied re- 
treat In Malaya has put the 
Japanes? a long ways towards 
winning the first half of th? 
Pacific war. That retieal has 
cost the Allies a chief source 
of rubber and tin. Within a 
month, it may cost them Sing- 
apore— perhaps the keystone of 
their defense against Japan. To- 
day, after advancing 100 miles 
in a w-ek, and nearly 400 miles 
In a month, Japanese armies are 
within 90 miles of Singapore— 
the naval base which, it cap- 
tured, would be the greatest 
single Japanese conquest of the 
war. 

Future Brighter 

Of course, Singapore is still 
fairly safe. And even If It Is 
taken, it. like the Philippines, 
can stll be won back. Next year, 
according to yesterday's war de- 
partment announcement, the 
United States army will have 3.- 
600.000 men — 1,900,000 more 
than at present— with which to 
fight the Axis, Next year, per- 
haps, there will be a victory 
drive. 

M/anwhile. how much will 
have to be done to obtain vic- 
tory In the future will be de- 
termined by how much ground 
Ls lost in the present.
